School's out

By the time a person has spent their allotted 
time in some manner of institution of higher 
learning, they generally have begun to feel 
some of the “Big Man on Campus" syndrome. 


They are about the most 
knowledgeable and self assured 
of their peers, but when they go 
into the job market, they find 
that the tables have turned. All of the 
sudden, they are the young ones ask- 
ing the questions. The people around 
them are doing more and better work. 
The new graduate can just cruise, or 
he can get on the gas, get defiant and 
rise to the occasion. 


Yamaha's Vision is in that same 
kind of situation. It came from the 
drawing board into one of the coldest 
and hardest of motorcycling's worlds. 
The 550cc displacement class is vir- 
tually filled with the finest machines 
in history. All are light, fast, hand- 
some and can carve corners like a chef 
does a fine roast. Pretty rough com- 
petition for the graduating class. 


Five-fifties these days tend to fall 
into two classes — sporting, like the 
Kawasaki KZ550 and the Suzuki 550, 


and really sporting, like the GPz, 
Seca and Katana 550. 

The Vision has the parts to be tops 
in both of these classes, but in the real 
world of going to work and weekend 
playing, it falls short by a bit — soft 
front forks. Yamaha has blessed the 
Vision with, simply, the neatest motor 
ever to rest in the tubes of a medium 
size frame. Wide, smooth power and 
lots of it is the Vision's forte. This 
magical motor is cradled in the arms 
of a stout frame and wrapped with 
beautifully finished, if a bit unor- 
thodox, body work. 

People made the Vision the object 
of conversation everywhere we rode 
it, and one man in a beautiful truck 
asked if we had to go out of state to 
get a bike that nice. Most other com- 
ments were about how much gas the 
large fuel tank holds (not as much as 
it looks like). 


First day on the job 
The Vision has more unique fea- 





tures than its liquid-cooled V-twin 
engine. Up front there are a pair of 
trailing-axle forks. Yamaha claims 
this design was utilized to move the 
forks out in order to clear the radiator 
and still retain quick steering. That 
is very probably more than just hype 
as the forks do have a great deal of 
off-set in the triple clamps, and the 
Vision is definitely a quick steering 
motorcycle. 

At the end of the forks rolls a new 
type of mag-style wheel that appears 
to have a very large cast hub. In real- 
ity the hub portion is hollow and is 
supported by strong, light mini- 
spokes. Lighter brake discs can be 
used with this design because the disc 
bolts up directly to the hub. The bot- 
tom line here is less steel and more 
aluminum or less weight. 


On top of the unusual forks are a 
top clamp/handlebar combination 
and a one-piece instrument pod con- 
taining a tachometer, speedometer 
and water temperature gauge. À row 
of idiot lights just below the instru- 
ments tell you when you have lost 
your oil pressure, found your neutral 
or your high beam. Turn indicator 
lights are in the instrument pod. 

The gas tank has a claimed capac- 
ity of four and a half gallons, but 
with the bike on reserve our bike took 
only 3.3 gallons to top off the tank. 

We rode the bike hard, and it went 
on reserve like clockwork at 120 miles 
which works out to around 36-37 
mpg. Normal riding will certainly 
yield a better figure. 

The tank covers two downdraft 
carburetors, an airbox and a single 
shock. The radiator is mounted on 
the front down tubes but is filled via a 
reservoir on the side of the bike. 


The seat pivots up after it is un- 
locked and the latch at the rear is 
pulled. Under the seat, fuses are found 
and in the tail section is a small stor- 
agearea that doesn't hold much more 
than the tool kit already residing 
there. 

The engine, obviously a V-twin, is 
liquid-cooled with dual overhead 
cams on top of each cylinder and has 
four valves avoiding each piston. 
Lacking are cooling fins and a 
kickstarter. 

Two exhaust pipes exit each 
cylinder, two from the front and two 
from the back. Power for the shaft 
drive is taken off of the left sideof the 
engine. A sight-glass on the same 
side tells whether the engine is get- 
ting its full 2.5 quarts of oil. 

Dunlop tires are mounted on the 
cast aluminum wheels, and for ОЕМ 
tires they are excellent! Anyone, out- 
side of full-on racers, should be happy 
with their performance. 

The transmission has five forward 
speeds and shifts smoothly but is 
"clunkier" than most four-cylinder 
bikes. Brakes are a single disc in front 
and drum in the rear. 


On the road again 

First sensations after sliding onto 
the Vision are pleasant. All controls 
fall readily to hand and are well fin- 
ished. The exhaust note is very plea- 
ant, without being offensive. Water- 
pumpers are quieter in terms of 
engine rattles so the exhaust note can 
be louder and still meet EPA require- 
ments. The tach jumps easily and 
seems to be connected directly to the 
throttle, but the little motor never 
sounds like its revving too hard. 
Even at the 9,500 rpm redline, things 
don’t sound frantic. 








The engine starts easily with the 
assistance of the handlebar-mounted 
choke and is willing to ride away 
immediately. Yamaha recommends 
that the bike not be ridden till the 
engine responds normally to the 
throttle with the choke off. 

When you do ride away, you will 
notice that the engine does not pull 
just off idle and must be revved just a 
little to move away from a stop. Mid- 
range power is plentiful and, at mid- 
throttle settings, no other 550cc pulls 
out of corners with such authority. 
When the throttle settings become 
wider, the little engine really pumps 
out the power and the torque. 

Head-to-head drag races with a 550 
Seca found the bikes about even, 
with the Vision a lot easier to get off 
the line. The Seca's sixth gear and 
more peak (to our seats, anyway) 
power would let it pull away some- 
time after the speedo was resting on 
the peg. Even with a large passenger, 
the power is always more than ade- 
quate. 

Yamaha gets an А in ergonomics 
with this one. The footpeg/seat/ 
handlebar relationship received raves 
from our testers. Odd, since one is 
6'1” and another 5'7”. The seat feels 
firm, but two 200-mile days in the 
canyons left our testers fresh and 
without "butt-itis" or sore backs. 
Comfort was not compromised by 
vibration either, the little V puts out 
faint movements but does not vibrate 
in the normal sense. Suffice it to say 
that it never became obtrusive, and 
the mirrors were always clear in any 
situation where we were going slow 
enough to hazard a glance into them. 

This isa really fun motorcycle. We 
don't have a “normal” mileage fig- 
ure because we couldn't stay away 
from the canyons long enough to get 
one. Theoverall light feel of the bike 
helps promote this feeling. The 
Vision flicks from side to side with 
ease and gives the impression of 
being a great handler. 

After a few hundred miles a couple 
of problems become apparent, sus- 
pension being the most obvious. The 
monoshock back end kicks over sharp 
bumps; this would not be so bad 
except for the overly soft forks. The 
back end hits a bump and the forks 
move instead of the rear end. Neither 
end is airor damping adjustable, and 
this could be a fatal flaw in the 
market Yamaha is aiming for. 

When the Vision is pushed hard, it 
becomes very hard to carve a smooth 
arc through a turn, never anything 
dangerous, but disconcerting nonethe- 
less. The geometry is set up to turn 
quick in the first place, but under 
load the forks dive and voila, even 
sharper steering. 

With air caps the bike would 
probably handle with the best or bet- 
ter, but. without adjustable suspen- 
sion or a way to change gearing, the 
bike will not work asa racing tool. A 
few modifications and the Vision 
would be an enjoyable canyon com- 
panion, but that is the only area in 
which the Vision can be a stand-out. 

TheVision does not have the utility 
to compete with the Seca 550 or the 
KZ550 Kawasaki. The permanent bars 
. donot have enough adjustment to be 


comíortable with a sit-up fairing. 
The helmet lock requires that your 
helmet be bounced on the pipes sev- 
eral times, then, once latched, it rests 
your hat on the hot exhaust pipes. 
The rear. suspension is a little stiff, 
but the Vision could be used for sport 
touring. 

These criticisms would be minor if 
the Vision was in the price range of 
the competition, but the Vision is 
$700. more than one of the 550s it 
compete against. Kawasaki's GPz550 
is the most likely comparison for the 
Vision since it is the acknowleged 
king of the class. List price for the 
Vision is $350 more than the GPz, 
and the “Z” offers adjustable suspen- 
sion, three disc brakes, a fairing and 
niceties like black chrome and a 
detailed engine. That much of a price 
difference would put shocks and sticky 
tires on a GPz and make it even bet- 
ter. Buy a Seca 550 and you would 
have $450 to play with. 

Yamaha's Vision is going to be 
worth the money to many people. 
High-revving four-cylinders are 
buzzy; this twin is totally pleasant. 
Pleasant sensations are what we ride 
motorcyles for. Maybe if we buy a lot 
of these this year, Yamaha can fix the 
suspension and sell them a little 
cheaper next year. Then they would 
have the best 550cc ever, in terms of 
pleasant riding ability. 


Bottom line time 

Even though we had complaints 
with the Vision, it is very fun to ride. 
When you accelerate through the 
gears hard, it wheelies in the first 
three gears. It darts through corners, 
carries a passenger quite well and has 
the most comfortable and useful hand 
holds for the passenger we have ever 
encountered. (A little too comfort- 
able, girls preferred them to the rid- 
er's waist.) 

The driveshaft eliminates a couple 
of the every day hassles of riding a 
bike. Our Vision started so readily 
that one tester rode it even in cold 
weather when his own bike had a 
fairing simply because it was like a 
puppy — always ready to go play. As 
a play bike it excels; it's up to you to 
decide how much that is worth to 
you. 

If Yamaha gets defiant and, like 
the college grad in the beginning of 
the test, gets the little things under 
control, then everyone else needs to 
watch out. So many people will be 
having “Visions,” the competition 
will think it's the second coming! 
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Carburetor linkages and the shaft power takeoff are on the left side.

Steve McLaughlin won the Daytona Superbike race in 1976 on a BMW and in 
1978 on a Yoshimura Suzuki. He led the Daytona 200 on a TZ750 Yamaha in 
1975, crashed with 15 laps to go, and picked up his bike to finish 6th without a 
windscreen. 

In 1980 he was manager of the Honda racing team and rode a superbike for the 
team. Going back farther, the current Superbike rules started with McLaugh- 
lin's suggestions, ditto with the current Formula One rules. He was АМА rider 
representative for six years. He's no longer racing, but he's baid enough atten-

tion to want to stick his neck out with these Daytona predictions. 


The 200-mile 


Formula One race 

The Daytona 200 is unique in sev- 
eral ways. First is the dollars. It has 
the biggest purse of any single race in 
the world and always has. And the 
riders get that money not through 
start money—there isn't any—but by 
winning, so the riders get what they're 
worth. 

It's also an event with the fastest 
motorcycles in the world competing 
on the fastest track in the world. 
Because of the Formula One rules 
with different displacement capacities 
(1025cc four-strokes, 750cc two-strokes 
with 23mm intake restrictors, unre- 
stricted 500cc two-strokes) the race 
has interesting contrasts mechanic- 
ally. 

The length, being 200 miles, makes 
the race more difficult. Grand Prix 
races are about 100 miles. The Day- 
tona 200 isn't quite long enough to 
change tires partway through, so the 
tires aren't working very well the last 
40 miles and neither is the chain, gen- 
erally. There's a certain amount of 
wear and tear and fatigue and strategy 
going on. In the 200 mile races I've 
been in—I think Гуе been in 12—the 
greatest machine mortality rate comes 
about 40 miles from the end. 

The setup of the machine is uni- 
que. You're running at a higher 
speed than at any other motorcycle 
track in America. You have to set 
your suspension up a little stiffer for 
the bank turns and you try to work on 
your hydraulics and your fork damp- 
ing, so you don't get extreme pitching 
when you're on the brakes. You come 
up to a turn at such a high speed and 
jump on the brakes and you get a lot 
of weight transfer and you have to 
keep the rear wheel on the ground. 
It’s basically а horsepower/brake 
track. You naturally have to have 
good brakes and have to get the sus- 
pension right so the thing is stable 
and have your transmission ratios 
right for acceleration and top speed, 
and you've got to have power. 


Dale Singleton has won the Day- 
tona 200 twice and finished second 
once and he'sa perfect example of the 
most successful strategy. All the guys 
I'veseen win at Daytona did the same 
thing. Their primary effort isn't to be 
there with the leaders at the drop of 
the starting flag. The successful strat- 
egy isn't to be the hare but rather the 
hound. But you have to be close, not 
out of sight of the leaders, at the criti- 
cal last 20% of the race. At the be- 
ginning Singleton always runs about 
sixth, seventh, eighth, right around 
there. And he's ready when the other 
guys have their problems. 

This year the race will have an un- 
usually large number of competitive 
riders, so pit stops, getting in and out 
of the pits and getting refueled with- 
out catching fire, is going to be very 
important. Even pit signals could 
make the difference. 

You're looking at the best 200 field 


since 1974 when Agostini won. Randy 
Mamola, Kenny Roberts, Freddie 
Spencer, America's best, coupled with 
two-time winner Singleton and a 
very strong lineup from Europe, Fon- 
tan, Sarron, Van Dulmen. Unfortu- 
nately, I understand that 500cc World 
Champion Marco Lucchinelli will 
not compete. 

Then there's the conflict between 
machine types. The top works four 
strokes will have the most horsepower. 
Next in the power battle are the 
Yamaha TZ750s, but only the very 
top runners in that group, like Single- 
ton's. The big four-strokes will have 
the top speed, the TZ750s will have 
the acceleration, and the 500s will be 
very close judging by the lap times 
turned by Lawson and Mamola in 
testing. The four strokes will get the 
two strokes coming off the line but 
the agility of handling and the light 
weight of both the 750s and the 500s 
will even it out as the race goes on. I 
still think the Yamaha 750 is the best 
bet for win. We still don't know if the 
works 500s will last the distance. The 
Yamaha 750 hasa proven track record. 
The four-strokes have yet to carry any- 
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Fun begins when you let 
the clutch lever out. 
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body to an up-front finish and haven't 
had lengthy reliability with the fastest 
riders. Look at Freddie Spencer. He 
led the race last year on a Honda four 
stroke, but didn't finish. And this 
year he'sridinga new machine, a V-4 
that's untested as far as being actually 
race proven. 
The Four-Strokes 

I think that from the point of mas- 
sive effort, Honda is number one in 








the four-stroke category. They'll be 
running an interesting group of ma- 
chines. Freddie and Mike Baldwin 
will be on the new FWS V-4 water- 
cooled machines while Roberto Pie- 
tri will be riding an inline four- 
cylinder with a Moriwaki aluminum 
chassis. The Moriwaki frame is an 
improvement over what American 
Honda's been running to date. But 
the FWS is totally untried in the heat

of actual competition. Fred turned 
2:03 lap times in pre-Daytona testing 
which is just a second off the all-out 
lap record owned by Kenny Roberts 
on a 750 when 750s weren't restricted. 
But will it last? 

I think Roberto's machine is the 
odds-on reliability favorite of the 
group. The engine is known to be 
reliable, if it's ridden at rpm limits 
necessary for it to live for 200 miles. 


He has the best chance of finishing 
with a Honda. 


I think this will be the best year 
Roberto's ever had He's progressed 
very rapidly as a rider and at the end 
of last year, he passed Cooley with 
quite a bit of authority at the Kent, 
Washington, Superbike race. I think 
you're going to see Roberto as a con- 
tender. He's not quite ready to win

unless he wins through attrition but 
he's definitely a contender. 

Freddie Spencer has the ability to 
beat anyone, any time around any race- 
track. He can sit on the pole. I believe 
this is Freddie Spencer's Daytona, as 
far as him being the fastest guy on the 
track. But that doesn't mean he'll win 
the race. 


I can't really say about Mike Bald- 
win because his efforts on big four- 
strokes last year centered around the 
European endurance races, and his 
results were not high. It's hard for 
me to say since he's riding a totally 
new machine and his recent track 
record on four-strokes has been throw 
it or blow it. I think he's recovered 











from his big wreck of a few years ago 
but this is not the same Baldwin who 
lived before the wreck, with blood in 
his eyes to win every race. This is a 
more mature Baldwin, but I don't 
think he'll ever put out the same effort 
that he once did to win a race. Some- 
times you have to slow down to go 
fast and maybe this will work for 
Baldwin. 

Honda has the might but Yoshi- 
mura has the track record...for 100 
miles. And that's all I can say for 
them. They have no track record for 
200 miles. They're going to be run- 
ning two-valve GS1000 engines for 
the Formula race so I don't put them 
in the results. I can see them qualify- 
ing well, as long as Wester (Cooley) is 
straight, providing he's got it together. 
I mean, let's not forget that not so 
many months ago he really injured 
himself seriously at Daytona, and it's 
hard to recover from something like a 
hip injury. Unfortunately, he's got to 
recover with all the pressure of the 
biggest race in the world on him, 
Daytona. 

Wes has never shown the ability to 
stay with the Formula One front- 
runriers at Daytona. I mean the Yoshi- 
mura machine has always been good 
for the opening lap, get it out of the 
hole, but Freddie was able to pass 
Wes on the bank turn last year and 
that shows power and the ability to 
put power on the ground. I don't see 
Wes as a real contender in the 200. 

Ithink the only other really strong, 
major four-stroke effort worth watch- 
ing at Daytona is the Team Hammer 
machine with Bruce Hammer riding. 
Bruce never has been a real contender 
at Daytona, but he's always ridden 
his own two-strokes. Now he's going 
to be running a Vance & Hines 4- 





valve Suzuki and he's got reliabilit 
proven in his winning a bunch of 
endurance races last year. I believe 
the Vance & Hines engine is quite the 
equal of anything. It may not be right 
up there with the top factory Honda 
effort, but even the Yoshimuras can't 
field a team like Honda's. And what 
can you say? Hammer’s got the relia- 
bility, he didn't DNF a single race he 
ran last year with the Vance & Hines 
machine, and these were 4 and 6-hour 
endurance races. He's got a new Rob 
North chassis, and Rob has the knowl- 
edge to make a stable machine, and 
Hammer has the backup of the Mori- 
waki chassis he ran last year. They're 
not in a loser situation. I would say 
Bruce is looking good for a solid top 
five finish. 


The 500s 

What can you say about Kenny 
Roberts? He's the king. Three times 
World Champion. But I think this 
will be the first time that Kenny has 
ever come to Daytona when he's 
going to have to put on his pants the 
same way everybody else does. 

What I mean is this: The average 
spectator sees Dale Singleton on a 
TZ750 Yamaha and Kenny Roberts 
on a TZ750 Yamaha and he certainly 
cannot appreciate that the TZ750 
Roberts rides cost 10 times what Single- 
ton's machine did. Plus Roberts has 
the advantage of Kel Carruthers, 
Trevor Tilbury, Knobby Clark, a 
very well-seasoned staff of very knowl- 
edgebble race people. Someone like 
Singleton does it all on his own. 

So I think that this will be the first 
time, because he's on more or less 
equal terms. But he is the best and I 
predict that he'll be going for the 
pole position in a struggle with 
Freddie. 

Apparently Roberts hasn't decided 
whether to use last year's factory bike. 
On the Grand Prix circuit it didn't 
look like Roberts had any engine relia- 
bility problem but historically Kenny 
has very bad luck at Daytona. Cer- 
tainly I don't think his carburetor 
slides will stick as they have in the 
past two years. . 

Jimmy Filice will be on a produc- 
tion Yamaha 500 and I think while 
he'll do well because he has certain 
inherent road racing skills, his pro- 
duction bike will have quite a bit less 
horsepower than a works 500. This 
will be his first 200 and he has a lot to 
learn about that. 

I think Randy Mamola will be rid- 
ing at Daytona with a vengeance. 
He's returning to the Grand Prix cir- 
cuit. He just missed winning the cham- 
pionship last year. He showed up at 
Daytona for testing, came right out of 
the truck and did 2:04 laps right off 
the bat. I'm sure Suzuki GB and 
Suzuki Japan are putting an effort 
behind him. There is a chance that 
Virginio Ferrari will also ride on a 
works Suzuki at Daytona, which 
would be great because he's an excel- 
lent rider and a personality. 

Suzuki has the greatest depth in 
Grand Prix racing and I think that if 
they don't lose power past the halfway 
point, then they have the highest po- 
tential of any 500 for winning. 

From my information, Eddie Law- 
son's lap times on his KR500, during 
atest session, were around 2:05. That's 
a spread from Spencer's 2:03s, but 
track conditions were cold for Lawson. 
Lawson has some advantages. He has 
a team around him that really likes 
him, that he can communicate with. 
I understand that the factory team 
has hired Martin Carney, who did the 
original development work on the 
KR500 with Kork Ballington. So 
they've got a real good mechanic for 
the KR500 in Carney and they have 
the support of Steve Johnson, whose 
credentials are flawless, tuning for 
Phil Read's 250cc World Champion-

"When I saw a picture of KR 
(Kenny Roberts) on the front of 
Motocourse for the third time, I 
said to myself, what a lucky 


man. He has his picture on the top 
book for motorcycle fans. I decided to 
join in the battle, hoping to see myself 
on the cover to back up my world title. 
That was my dream last year while I 
was looking at Motocourse during the 
winter," says Marco Lucchinelli, 
whose picture appears on the dust 
jacket of the sixth edition of 
Motocourse. 

The newly crowned 500cc road 
racing World Champion is spot on in 
describing Motocourse ‘as "the top 
book.” While it devotes itself entirely 
to road racing, it does so in exemplary 
fashion. Again, the fantastic photos 
(the majority by England's Don 
Morley) аге accompanied Бу 
enhancing text. 

The bulk of the book is devoted to 
the Grand Prix circuit and each race is 
covered in detail. The inside facts — 
that normally only insiders are aware 
of — are revealed, many for the first 
time ever in print. 

In addition to the GP coverage, the 
American road race scene, the 
European Endurance Series, the 
Trans-Atlantic Match Races, and 
several British events (including the 
Isle of Man TT) receive sections of 
their own. Chapters on aerodynamics 
and bike specifications provide added 
information. 

The highlight of the book for all 
who view it is the photography. Over 
50 full-color photos along with 225 ex- 
cellent black and white pics are 
contained in Motocourse 1981-82. 
Many of the photos, particularly the 
color ones are breathtaking. 

If you're into road racing, 
Motocourse belongs on your bookshelf 
— after you've spent hours with it in 
your lap! Bravo, Peter Clifford and 
crew! You've done it again!

A few words from Fast Freddie... 


By Dale Brown 


He can't legally buy a beer in many states 
because of his age, yet 20-year-old Freddie 
Spencer will spearhead the attempt of the 
world's largest motorcycle manufacturer to 


win the coveted 500cc World 
Road Racing Championship. 

Spencer, along with defend- 
ing World Champion Marco 
Lucchinelli, will debut the new 
three-cylinder two-stroke NS500 GP 
bikesat the Mar. 28 opening round of 
the series in Argentina. 

Before he does that, however, 
Spencer will lead the Honda con- 
tingent at the Daytona Cycle Week, 
riding both the Bell Superbike 100 
and the 200-mile Formula One race. 
In the latter, he and teammate Mike 
Baldwin will debut the 1000cc V-4 
FWS. 

1982 will mark the third year of the 
association between Honda and the 
Shreveport, LA, rider. Freddie has 
won a raft of races for the red, white 
and blue team, but a series title has 
eluded them. In his two years on the 
Honda Superbike, Spencer has a 
second anda third in series standings. 

One of the favorites for the two 
Daytona events, Spencer is a very 
promising question mark as far as 
the World Championship Series goes. 
He took the NR500 to Laguna Seca 
and beat Kenny Roberts in a heat 
race, and then followed that up with 
an appearance at the British GP in 
Silverstone, where he ran fifth until 
mechanical problems set in. 

We talked to Fast Freddie shortly 
after he returned from testing the 
mat yA D Н high 





competitive 2:03 lap times on the 
3.87-mile Daytona road race course... 
How did the Daytona testing go? 

It went really good. We tested the 
FWS Formula One bike and I’m very 
pleased with it. I think that this will 
be the first time I've felt really com- 
petitive since 1980 in the 200 mile. 
'The key is to last 200 miles, and the 
new bike's really reliable and it han- 
dles really well. 

We understand you were getting down 
in the 2:02-2:03 range. 

We had some really fast laps, faster 
than we've ever gone before. I always 
feel pretty good about that because I 
know about how much I'm good for, 
you know under racing conditions. I 
really feel that we'll be right in there 
with just about anybody. 

This is pretty much of a new design. 
Do you think there'll be much more 
development work before Daytona? 
Not really. I think that the bike is at 
its potential. What they're striving 
for is reliability. The race won't be 
run in the 2:02-2:03 range for 200 
miles. At least it's never been run that 
fast before. There's always a first 
time, but I feel that the main thing is 
that the bike has to be reliable. 

How does the V-4 perform compared 
to an inline four? Is the engine layout 
much of an advantage? 

There's no difference whatsoever as 
far as how it makes the bike handle. 
The main thing is the power charac- 


с be z 2 more 


evenly and that's the big advantage 
over the inline four. 

You were testing the NS500 at La- 
guna Seca. How did that go? 

I was really pleased. The first time I 
rode the bike, just like the first time 
on the Formula One bike, the initial 
reaction was good. It didn't need 
much to make it fit me, it handled 
good right off, and the power was 
there. 

I really can't compare it toa factory 
Yamaha or a factory Suzuki because 
I've never ridden one. But, the bike 
felt good and we'll be testing ita cou- 
ple more times before the Argentina 
season opener. Marco will be testing 
the bike as well, so it'll be good to get 
comparisons. 

Are you really anticipating going to 
Europe, really psyched up? 

I'm really lookin' forward to it. It's 
something that I really want to do. 
This is the first time in the last couple 
of years that I’ve been really excited 
about a season. After so many years of 
racing you get to the point where it’s 
justanother season. Of course I always 
want to do well, and I always want to 
win, but I'm really looking forward 
to this season. I feel that thebike's 
gonna be really good and like you 
say, I've psyched myself up to work 
hard and get prepared. 
Weunderstand Erv Kanemoto is going 
to be working with you. 

Yes, that's another thing that makes 
the season so good. Irv is really good. 
We work really well together and 
we're good friends. It'll be fun — I 
enjoy racing a lot, and when it's 
fun, it makes it that much better. 
How аге you preparing yourself to go 
up in battle against guys who are, (A) 
outstanding riders, and (B), who have 
alotof European experience, such as 


ennv Robe and Randy Mamola? 





That makes it a challenge, because of 
course they really are good riders, the 
best, and they are experienced — 
Kenny has four seasons and Randy 
three seasons. That's why I'm testing 
the bike so much: The best thing for 
me to do before the start of the season 
is to ride the 500s as much as I possi- 
bly can sol know the bike inside and 
out. That way when I go to the race 
track, I’m not learning the motorcy- 
cle, I'm learning the race track. The 
best think I can do to prepare myself 
is to get to know the motorcycle. 

If you ride the Match Races, do you 
think you would go with the NS500? 
Probably so. That's a good weekend 
to get used to the bike, with six races. 
That's the bike I want to ride, but I'm 
really not sure yet. 


We have heard rumors that Honda is 
also developing a square four. 

That I really can’t comm-nt on 'cause 
I really don't know. T'a not really at 
liberty to... 

But you do like the triple? 

It really surprised me how much 
power it had. I've never ridden a tri- 
ple before so I can't compare, but it 
felt good and it definitely had more 
power than the NR. We ran at La- 
guna, and we ran faster there than I 
ran on the NR the first time. 

Does the bike suit your riding style, 
getting sideways every once ina while 
through corners? 

That's not exactly my riding style, 
that comes from riding the Honda 
Superbike. Unfortunately the power 
curve on that bike makes it hard to 
ride. Mike Spencer went down to 
Daytona and turned in laps of 2:08 or 
so on a Suzuki, then he went on a 
Honda and he went 2:09. The bike's 
power characteristics mean if you're 
going to go fast you almost have to 
slide it. It doesn't really excite methat 
much, but I'm out there to win. You 
have to adapt your riding style to 
where the motorcycle is. 

What I'm used to riding is GP 
machines, and you don't ride them 
like that. What I like about our new 
V-4 is that it's just like riding a John 
Deere tractor; the power delivery is 
really smooth. That's what we were 
trying for when we developed the 
Honda motors. I kept saying that it's 
going to be very hard for riders to ride 
this bike unless they have dirt track 
experience or something like that. 

That Superbike motor, when it 
comes on, it jumps 15 horsepower 
within 500 rpm. It's got sudden power, 
and it breaks loose. 

It sounds like you're riding with a 
light switch instead of a throttle. 
Exactly, it's a light switch. From 
what they tell me and what I've 
learned, that's а, unfortunately it's a 
characteristic of a four-valve head 
and the way the head is designed. 
That's why they've come out with 
this new V motor, to smooth the 
power out. Hopefully, next year 
they'll come out with it for the Super- 
bike, and it will really make it nice. 
Looking at Daytona, as far as the 200 
miler, who do you think are going to 
be the top guys to beat? 

Well, of course, Kenny Roberts is 
very fast down there and then Dale 
Singleton is always there at theend of 
the race. You never know about Day- 
tona. Kenny's the toughest and then 
like I said Dale, and of course my 
teammate Mike Baldwin, who'll be 
on the other bike. There will proba- 
bly be six or seven top riders and it'sa 
long race. 

Two hundred miles is a long way to 
go. 

It’s a long way, so it’s not like I want 
to go my fastest. [always want to win. 
I've led every lap of the race that I've 
been in the last two years but I 
haven't won yet, so hopefully three's 
a charm. 
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Brad Lackey debuted a prototype 
450cc Kawasaki MXerat Indian Dunes 
and won the Open Senior class with 
the under 200-Ib. machine. For the 
250cc Senior class, however, Lackey 
had to resort to his “rattling and roll- 
ing" CZ, but the results were the 
same: first overall. DKW-mounted 
Larry Watkins won the 125cc Senior 
class. 


Norton Villiers announced that it 
was sending a three-man team com- 
prised of Phil Read, Peter Williams 
and Tony Rutter to Daytona for the 
upcoming 200-mile road race. In 
addition, it was announced that the 
same team would compete at several 
other AMA National road races. 


Speaking of Daytona, the annual 
cycle classic received its first woman 
entrant. Jinny Durfee, 22, was sche- 
duled to compete in the 125cc Amateur 
class road race on a Yamaha. 


Butch Davidson turned in a flawless 
performance to win both the 125 and 
250cc Expert classes at an Oakdale, 
СА, short track. In the same event, 
Skip Aksland won the 125cc Junior 
class. 


Triumph-mounted Neal Mackel was 
theoverall winner in a hillclimb held 
at the Saddleback Matterhorn. In that 
event, Mike Minnig and Gene Woods 
placed 1-2 in the 90cc class, Jeff Ward 
won the 100cc class, and On Any 
Sunday's favorite hillclimber, 
Malcolm Smith, finished third in the 
400cc class. 


CMC switched to a two-moto format 
for its race at Rawhide Cycle Park in 
Elsinore. A pair of Mettco Penton 
riders, Bruce McDougal and Chuck 
Bower traded wins and seconds in the 
125cc Senior class, with McDougal 
taking the second moto for the over- 
all.Mike Runyard aced the 250cc 
Expert class over Gaylon Mosier and 
Jon Derhammer. Gary Harris was 
top 500cc Expert. 


The 100s М.С put on a rocky 100- 
mile hare and hound near Barstow, 
and it was won by Howard Utsey and 
his 400 Suzuki. Larry Pfutzenreuter 
was second overall, first 250cc Expert, 
on a Bultaco. Art Knapp was third 
overall on a big Husky. 


Bill France, Jr. upped the purse for 
the Daytona 200 mile road race to 
$30,000. This followed an IRS ruling 
that racing purses were exemp from a 
then-existing wage and price freeze. 


British road racer Paul Smart mar- 
ried Margaret Sheene, the sister of 
another British road racer named 
Barry. 


The indoor short track series at the 
San Francisco Cow Palace ended with 
Kenny Roberts besting Novice sensa- 
tion Steve Hernandez for the main 
event win. 


Cosmopolitan Motors announced that 
they had taken over United States dis- 
tribution for parts and the Mont- 
gomery Wards Riverside and Mojave 
motorcycles, which were manufac- 
tured by Benelli in Italy.. °

Freddie Spencer also talked to English journalist 
Chris Carter, and some of the topics of discussion 
has been excerpted from that interview and appear 
below...Editor. 

On riding the World Championship Series for 
Honda 

““Опе of the factors was that I get on well with 
the people at Honda, both in America and Japan. 
Things would have to be not working well for me 
to think of switching, and the opposite is the 
case. 

“For the past two years we have developed a 
good working relationship with the people at 
Honda, and that helped me make my decision. I 
want to win every race I go in, for Honda, and 
myself." 


On the four-stroke NR500 road racer 

“The four-stroke project will carry on, and I 
hope to be able to do a lot of work on that. Cer- 
tainly I enjoyed riding the NR, even though sit- 
ting on the grid at the British Grand Prix I knew 
that I had to take five more steps than anyone else. 
There were a lot of people behind and, and I knew 
I was going to be fortunate to, one, get the bike 
started, and two, get into turn one and not be 
last." 


"One of the problems with the NR was that the 
engine was big in comparison to the rest of the 
bike, so it was impossible to get the weight far 
enough forward. That made for steering prob- 
lems coming out of corners, but that was some- 
thing you compensated for. Even so I think that I 
could have gone faster on the bike, given time." 

“Don’task me why the other guys who rode the 
NR did not have any results. I can't speak for 
them, I can only speak for myself, but I do know 
that is very easy to lose heart when you have been 
riding a bike with the same problem for some 
time. After a while you just ride the machine 
around rather than race it." 

“In racing you always have to keep improving. 
А bike is never perfect. There's always something 
you can do to improve it, and I feel the same way 
about myself. Гуе still got a long way to go.“ 

“1 do not feel the NR project was a failure. 
Perhaps the Honda factory believed that after 
three or four years they would win, but I knew the 
other Japanese factories would be working hard 
to stop that. It was not a failure, but I do believe 
they made the right move in switching to a two- 
stroke for '82." 

*"The stuff the factory learned from the NR500 
is amazing. You only have to look at the new V-4 
Honda we will ride at Daytona to see how they 
have applied that there, for example.” 






























On his 1982 dirt track effort 

“I expected that we might have some teething 
problems because that's what usually happens 
with a new bike. But we did better in our first yea 
than Yamaha, for example, and if Honda doe 
well in dirt racing in '82, I know I will havd 
played my part in it.” 

“T tried it once and I failed. I don't regret it, bu 
I cannot see dirt track racing getting back up to 4 
level where it will be worth it, not financially, bu 
from a career point of view.” 

“Before, I didn't know what it took to go to thg 
26-race series, particularly when you have troubl4 
with the bikes. After doing so much road racing 
I'm not sure I want to get involved in all tha 
again." 


On the future 
“I believe this year will make up for all of las 
year's disappointments, and in any case you can' 
let things like that get you down. If I had to stop 
racing right now I would be very satisfied with m 
career from what I've gotten out of it." 
On coping with Europe 
"I'm adaptable, and the older you get the mor 
adaptable you become. The only thing I'm going 
to miss is my favorite drink, Dr. Pepper. Perhap 
Га better ship a truckload out there.”

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Steve Wise:

Last week Steve Wise gave us some insight into his performance at the Houston 
TT National on February 7, where he placed third in his first Winston Pro Series 
ride. MX talent, said the Team Honda racer, is well suited to the demands of 
TT racing. He's looking for wins in the other three TT Nationals this season, 
and Wise hopes that a superior effort at those events will earn him more respect 
than he attained in his dirt track race debut. 

All of the Houston TT scuttlebutt will be overshadowed when Wise takes to 
the grid for the Bell Superbike 100 at Daytona on March 5. That will be his road 
race debut, where he will once again push, shove and bump his way to the 
finish—or to the ground—whichever comes first. Wise proved his ability when 
he timed in at 2 minutes, 11 seconds on the Daytona International Speedway 
course during his first visit there a few weeks ago. That lap time is competitive, 
and only time itself will tell where Wise will be when the checkered flag waves. 





What happened the first time you 
rode a Superbike? 


The first time I tried a Superbike out 
at Willow Springs (California) I could 
not believe there could be that much 
horsepower under two wheels. 


It really bothered me at first. I 
know.road racers are crazy but I 
thought that first ride was ridiculous. 
The first time I rode that Superbike it 





scared me so bad I was shaking when 
I got off, and everyone asked me how 
I liked it. Of course I told them I 
loved it. By the third time I rode it 
that day I was throwing it around. 
There was a real high crosswind 
that day and it was making the bike 
wobble really bad at 150, and all I 
could think was, 'Man, does this 
thing do this all the time?' Then I 
wondered if this is what I really want 






to do, but those thoughts only come 
before or after. When you're out there 
you don't think about it much. You 
really had to pay attention when 
you're going from 160 to about 30. 
When we tested at Daytona there 
was a big change. Freddie Spencer, 
Mike Baldwin and Roberto Pietri are 
so friendly and asked me if there was 
anything they could do for me, which 
was completely different from the 
dirt track guys. Then runnin' the 
bowl at Daytona, that was strange the 
first time. 
What sort of modifications have you 
made in your style in order to road 
race? 
When you get on those bikes you 
automatically ride differently. You 
have to be smooth, and I can't ride 
nearly as aggressively as my nature 
will allow. You have to start hangin’ 
it out, hangin' your body off and 
gettin’ your knee down there. It's 
going to take me about six more 
months to really get in tune with it. I 
haven't ridden a road race bike since I 
rode at Daytona in January. 








I neverride on the street much, but 
when I did it wasn't very wild because 
I'm scared of cars. The first time I ever 
ihought about riding the pavement 
was after The Superbikers (Wise 
won the all-terrain event twice, in 
1980 and '81). 

How do you realistically expect to do 
at Daytona in the Bell Superbike 100? 
If I cut one or two seconds off per lap 
-- which shouldn't be too hard to do 
once I get down to business -- I 
should start on the second row. I'm 
looking for a top five finish, that's 
my goal. You might as well set your 
goals a bit high the first time. If I 
make my goal I'll be really happy. ` 


Are you enthused about a career in 
TT and road racing or is it just 
another way to get a new contract 
with Honda? 

No way! I am really enthused. I've 
been racing motocrossfor along time, 
and I just don't have the drive to 
continue to train like I need to. Other 
avenues opened up to me, and I was 
talking to some people about MXing 
in Europe and to some Japanese com- 
panies about staying over here and 
racing MX. I have some different 
roads to go down; it isn't likeI had to 
do this at all. I could make more 
money going other places, to tell the 
truth. The people I'm working with 
said they'll give me a chance, and if 
I'm not doing well I'll get out. 

'81 was а bad year for you concerning 
injuries while motocrossing. Are you 
scared of crashing a Superbike? 

The injuries I had last year weren't 
that serious, except when I broke my 
wrist. Since I became a Christian I 
feel totally different about life in 
general. Road racing doesn't bother 
me. I could die in a plane crash going 
to therace. Most of the guys out there 
know what they're doing, and mostly 
I'm worried about myself being too 
aggressive. I have good communi- 
cation with Udo and the guys at 
Honda, and they talk to me about 
what to do. 

Ifeel bad ina way about where I'm 
at. I did get the chance of a lifetime, 
and a lot of people are saying it's not 
fair I got a Superbike because they 
paid their dues, maybe five years 
racing the circuit, and then Honda 
hires someone new. Well, that's life. I~ 
hope people won't hold it against me 
personally, because everyone with 
talent doesn't always get the chance; 
that's the way it is. 

Do you have any plans to ride Super- 
cross or other MX events this year? 

I was going to ride the Daytona Super- 
cross, but I talked it over with my 
team manager and he asked me if I've 
been training hard enough to do well 
and not get tired and crash. He put 
things into perspective. If I crash 
MXing I might ruin my road racing 
career. I think I'll pass on Daytona, 
and I don't have any other plans in 
that direction this year. 

Now that you're experiencing differ- 
ent forms of racing, which takes the 
most skill? 

Motocross requires conditioning and 
agility. You ride in the mud, in the 
sand, in clay, in dirt, in different. 
kinds of terrain, we even cross pave- 
ment at the Daytona Supercross. Moto- 
cross requires the most all around 
work, the hardest work, and the most 
determination. Road racing requires 
perfection and serious mind control. 
In motocross you don't have to worry 
about getting off at 160. 

I'm really happy I've tasted all the 
different forms of racing. After The 
Superbikers last year, which is quite 
a bit like road racing, I was mentally 
whipped. Physically I felt fine, but 
that night I was asleep instantly. 
After a good motocross race, like 
Unadilla, I was too sore to sleep well 
for three days. 9

1982 AMA Amateur/Youth National 
Championship MX Program 


Why it changed & 
- how it works 


By Dave Coombs 


Dave Coombs and Paul Schlegel have joined forces and will promote the 1982 
AMA Amateur/Youth National Championship MX program. Those who par- 
ticipated in last year's final know that for the most part the event was a fiasco. As 
Coombs explains in the following article, the program has been revamped -- 
hopefully for the better. What follows is an explanation of the program by 


co-promoter Coombs...Editor. 


Until now, qualifying for the AMA 
Amateur National was so expensive 
that it was driving the average parent, 
like myself, to the wall financially. 
We started out with fresh new 
equipment in the spring. We then 
had to run either a series all over our 
district, or every race in some dis- 


tricts, up until as late as July to - 


decide who got to move on to the next 
obstacle, more qualifiers. By then we 
had ragged out our equipment and 
spent much more money than we 
could afford traveling around our 
state to distant qualifiers. We often 
had to pass up our local tracks and 
championships to travel around the 
state Just for points. Everybody was 
doing it. We were all really not racing 
so much more, but we were traveling 
a lot longer distances. If we made it 
out of our district, in order to com- 
pete with the winners of the other 
district qualifiers, either new bikes or 
a complete revamping of our old 
ones was needed for the “Areas” and 
“Regional.” 

Then the traveling began in earn- 
est. Riding two “areas” and one “'те- 
gional” usually meant at least two 
long trips or many times, three, de- 
pending on where you lived. Travel- 
ing with low mileage vehicles like 
motor homes, vans with trailers, or 
even pick-ups, really eats into your 
budget. After that, 40 riders per class 
went to the National, another trip. 

I know of instances just this year 
where riders actually ran all the neces- 
sary qualifiers and were finally ac- 
cepted to the National (or possibly 
the Regional) only to turn it down 
because they couldn't afford to make 


another long trip. If you read “Соіп’ 
For It" in Cycle News , you will 
notice that the majority of riders' 
biggest gripe about racing is usually 
“the cost of traveling to the races.” 

Last fall, the AMA Director of 
Amateur Activities, came to me and 
asked if I would help put together a 
National program that would be less 
expensive to the riders, yet more suc- 
cessful and prestigious than the AMA 
had done to this point. The AMA 
knew that there was a problem of 
burning people out rather than en- 
couraging them to compete. I guess 
they came to me because I had pro- 
duced successful Area, Regional and 
National events in the past, or maybe 
they knew I was a competitor as well 
аз а father with boys who compete in 
the National program every year and 
know many of the problems first 
hand. Whatever the reason, they asked 
my assistance and I accepted. 

I knew that to do the job right, we 
would need a lot of good help and 
from previous experience, no one 
was more qualified for the job than 
Paul Schlegel. We have been friends 
a long time and were partners in the 
1978 Three Rivers Supercross. Paul 
promotes some pretty prestigious 
events, namely the Pontiac Super- 
cross, and is well versed in dealing 
with all types of motorcycling events. 
It seems that some factory people on 
the AMA Board had been trying to 
get the “А” Board members to come 
up with a new motocross plan that 
would be more prestigious. Paul had 
been working on some ideas of his 
own when I called him. He said he 
would work with me if we could 









come up with a good plan and get 
AMA staff approval. 

Paul and I knew that motocross 
and the AMA National needed a “Big 
Name" to make the event more glam- 
orous. Often the AMA has gone to 
big name race tracks and the event 
that everyone worked so hard to 
achieve was an after-thought, second- 
class event in the mind of the pro- 
moter. The promoter’s big event, 
which is only natural, was his profes- 
sional National or his other “big 
bucks” event. 

Paul knew that the BMW Rally 
and the Vetter Rally were held at 
Loretta Lynn's Dude Ranch. He 
thought maybe Loretta and Com- 
pany had discovered that just maybe 
these motorcycle people were good 
ol' folks after all and would possibly 
want some more motorcycle business 
in the future. Paul called them and 
they were receptive. 

So, we made the trip down to Ten- 
nessee. We sat in the living room of 
Loretta's big southern mansion (the 
same house that was in the movie 
“Coal Miner's Daughter”) and made 
a tentative deal with Mooney Lynn, 
Loretta's husband, to bring the AMA 
Amateur/Youth Motocross National 
Championships to Loretta Lynn's 
Dude Ranch in 1982. 

The facility has several thousand 
acres of meadows, woods, wooded 
campgrounds and working farm. 
There's the old grist mill, museum 
and souvenir shop, clothing store, res- 
taurant, post office and variety shops 
located right there in the mill town of 
Hurricane Mills, Tennessee. And Lo- 
retta owns it all. Of course, Loretta's 
and Mooney's southern mansion is 
there, right across from the village. 

There are areas for stage shows, 
rodeos, horseback riding, country 
music, canoeing, etc. A river flows 
right through the campground pit 
area on its way to the mill. Right next 
to where the starting gate will be is a 
swimming pool. One thing I really 
like about it is the shade trees. The pit 
area and camping area has many 
shade trees. 

A track is now being constructed 
that will be one and one-half miles 
long with a minimum width of about 
thirty-six feet. The soil content will 
be a mixture of sand and black top 
soil which should develop into a 
rough surface and will be great for 
racing. No one will be permitted to 
ride on the track until the National 
finals. 

The next problem was to find a 
major sponsor. This turned out to be 
easier than we had anticipated. Kawa- 
saki was eager to get involved when 
they found out where the National 
was to be held, and that we were 
going tocombine the Amateur, Youth, 
Women and Senior Men into one 
fantastic week of racing. 

Actually, in 1982, if you have an 
AMA card, we have a class for you no 
matter how old you are. We will have 
a Women's class, a class for Senior 
men (age 30 and over), and this year 
most of the Amateur and Youth divis- 
ions will have “В” classes. In youth 
“B” competition (not in the amateur 
division) riders will be permitted to 
enter with up to two previous years 
racing experience and no National 
experience. While there is only one 
100cc class in either division, it will 
not be restricted to “A” riders but will 
be open to any AMA rider. This year 
125cc Stock and Modified classes have 
been added to both the Amateur and 
Youth programs. 

I believe the riders will love the 
program. We kept the best of the old 
National program (30 minute motos 
for Experts and 20 minute motos for 
Youth and Amateurs) but added a lot 
of classes for AMA members who 
have never had a chance to compete 
and put the race in a dynamite loca- 





tion at a better time of the year. 

It will all take place August 4-5-6- 
7. Wefelt it was important to have the 
AMA National before school started 
and during the peak of family travel 
time. We want people to make a vaca- 
tion out of the National because Ten- 
nessee has a lot to offer vacationers. 
Besides the ranch, which is a great 
pleasure trip in itself, there is Music 
City with the Grand Ole Opry and 
Opryland Amusement Park. This sum- 
mer Knoxville offers the World's Fair 
along with the Great Smoky Moun- 
tains. 

Although the event starts on Wed- 
nesday, the 4th, check-in and camp- 
ing actually begin on Tuesday, the 
3rd. The week of excitement ends on 
Saturday so that everyone will have 
Sunday to travel home. 

We will devote all day Wednesday 
to practicing. Then on the following 
days, each class will race one moto 
each day. If a rider qualifies for the 
National in two classes, he will ride 
two events per day. A rider, age 12 to 
15, could ride four events a day if he 
qualified in two Youth and two Ama- 
teur classes. 

Speaking of "qualifying," it is 
vastly different this year. At least 
1,000 riders will be able to go to the 
National at Loretta Lynn's, but only 
40 riders per class will be on the start- 
ing line. Noqualifiers, no alternates, 
no back row starts at the National 
this year. 

There will be one weekend to qual- 
ify for theamateur part of the National 
and one weekend for the youth part. 
There will be more qualifiers region- 
ally located so that traveling will not 
be so great. It all shakes out the same 
in the end, we just cut the Arabs and 
the oil companies out of our racing 
budget. 

At each qualifier, the top ten riders 
in each class will receive entries or 
bids to the National. All entries must 
be sent back to us by early July. From 
the entries we will take the highest 
qualified 40 riders. A minimum num- 
ber of 3 riders per class at all qualifi- 
ers will automatically be accepted and 
in the four largest qualifiers, a mini- 
mum number of 4 riders per class will 
be guaranteed starting positions at 
the. National final. But remember 
this, some won't enter, some will 
break collarbones between the Quali- 
fier and the National. We will keep 
adjusting the National with entries 
received by July. Historically, many 
of the western riders who qualified to 
attend did not come to the National. 
More eastern riders got to ride. Hope- 
fully they will come this year because 
it is a much better program, but if 
they don't, more eastern kids will get 
to ride. 

We have also tried to keep expenses 
down. After a rider qualifies, the 
National entry fee at Loretta's will be 
$45 per class. The approximate camp- 
ing fee for the five days with water, 
sewerage and electric will be around 
$60. There will be no gate fees for 
spectators. There will be primitive 
camping for those who want to rough 
it and a parking fee of $5 per car per 
day for those who would rather spend 
their nights in a king-size bed at one 
of the nearby motels. 

Entry blanks for the qualifiers will 
be out about March 1. The adver- 
tising should also break about then. 
At the qualifiers early entry goes first 
to the gate and also gets number pref- 
erence. Advance entries will be $30 
per class and the pre-entry deadline is 
May 31. Post entries at the qualifiers 
(you may also eriter at the track) will 
be $10 more.

Product Evaluation: Pacifico 
Aero-foil fairing 


With gas prices in the neighbor- 
hood of the ozone layer, more 
and more riders are considering 
their favorite sport transpor- 
tation also. When a cycle becomes a 
utility rather than a purely sport 
vehicle, certain accessories become 
very attractive. The first item to get 
bolted up is either a fairing or some 
device that makes carrying things 
more practical. 

Pacifico has released a fairing that 
is different from the all-plexiglass 
models that now fill the market. 
Called the Aero-foil, this fairing has 
vents to relieve the vacuum behind 
the fairing that causes the buffeting a 
rider commonly feels around the 
helmet and elbows when riding. 

When a fairing tears a hole in the 
air because it's pushing molecules 
aside, this creates a low pressure area 
behind the fairing and a high pressure 
area in front. Because pressures always 
seek equalization, under these circum- 
stancesair will even change direction 
to equalize the pressure imbalance. 
The reversed air will blow a rider's 
hair forward or buffet the back of 
his/her helmet. 

Even though the test fairing on our 
guinea pig-GS750 had a shield shorter 
than necessary for our 6'l" rider, 
there was none of the usual buffeting 
present. The passenger receives the 
brunt of the buffeting with most 
fairings but not with the Aero-foil, 
although the passenger is in the air 
stream and not as protected as the 
rider. Theride was always comfortable 
and, as with all fairings, much 
warmer. 

A taller windshield is available, 
since it is a two-piece fairing, and 
should be.considered a must for riders 
over 5'9”. Installation was easy with 
two people and hand tools. The hard- 
ware was simple and clean looking, 
and in an hour we were out riding. 

No one really loved or hated the 
looks of the Aero-foil, but the staffer 
who did the testing has elected to let 
the fairing become a permanent part 
of his bike. Even in spirited canyon 
riding the fairing was unobstrusive.

ship and other team efforts he's been 
involved with. 

So I think the only problem Law- 
son is going to suffer from is the 
trouble he's had the last couple of 
years, and that's new bike fever. He 
doesn't know this bike well. He's just 
got this bike. They haven't got any 
depth in it for American racing as 
well as the fact that Lawson is in- 
finitely moreaggressive than Balling- 
ton is. Eddie is blood-in-your-eye, 
he's-gonna-win. I saw him at the last 
couple of races last year and I think 
he was pretty close to Freddie there. 
He was really putting it on. 

As far as the other guys, you've got 
Steve Parish on a Yamaha, Boet Van 
Dulmen on the latest Suzuki model, 
and Christian Estrosi ón probably a 
Suzuki. But the major guys are 
Roberts, Mamola and Lawson.

Rightat the head of the list is Single- 
ton. Two wins and a second in the 
last three years! As a Yamaha rider, 
he is the top dog. And I believe that 
his strategy, his proven track record 
leads him to be a real strong favorite 
for his third win. Plus everybody is 
on all-new equipment and Dale is 
not. He's on equipment he knows 
real well, that he built himself. Besides 
being probably one of the more charis- 
matic, unusual, interesting guys on 
the circuit, Dale's a one-man band. 
He does it all himself. He builds the 
bike himself. He just has people help 
at the races. 

Going down the list of 750s I think 
you'll see Christian Sarron being 
very competitive. Fontan, who got 
third last year, should be fairly com- 
petitive. Richard Schlachter on his 
Yahama 750 is another one who will 


36 be competitive although I understand 


he doesn't have the budget he once 
had...which is unfortunate because 
he's a real good guy. 

Definitely David Aldana. He's good 
for finishes, has been for years. He's 
riding for the Bob Work, Don Vesco, 
Paul Dahmen and Wasco combina- 
tion and I think that whole group 
will put forth a good effort. 

John Bettencourt is definitely in 
the running for a better finish. He's 
matured in his equipment and sta- 
bility. 

You've always got Miles Baldwin. 
You can always count on Miles for 
some kind of excitement. I’m not 
exactly sure what it will be. But with 
Miles it could be a fast crash or a fast 
lap. 

Another guy is Dan Chivington, 
who is under-rated and I think part of 
that is because he's a Honda dealer. 
He wants to run Honda and he can't 
quite get the machine yet or else he 
wouldn't be on a Yamaha ever. A 
true Honda guy. He's the kind of guy 
who could be right there at the end. 
And of course Nick Richichi. I don't 
know how he'll go in the 200, but I 
think he's a potential. 

And then there's the latest rumor, 
that Graeme Crosby will ride the 
works TZ750 vacated by Roberts. If 
that's so, Crosby will be a magnum 
threat, because he's really fast. But 
then so is Roberts, and Roberts' finish- 
ing record on that bike is awful. 


Ron Pierce may show up on Roberto 
Pietri’s TZ750 prepared with help 
from Bob Work. Ron has a real good 
record as far as Daytona finishes 
go...the only question mark is the 
equipment. His previous tie-ups with 
Bob Work have put him in the win- 
ner's circle and he proved that by 
teaming with Lawson to win the 


AFM Six Hour that his lay-off due to 
injuries hadn't caused him to lose his 
touch. 

There are 134 pre-entries of which 
40 are from overseas. Only 80 get to 
start. 


The Prediction 

I predict that Freddie Spencer, 
Kenny Roberts and Randy Mamola... 
with Eddie Lawson close as a comet's 
tail..are going to fight tooth and 
hammer for the lead as long as those 
machines run. And the odds-on favor- 
iteto win his third event is Dale Single- 
ton after the carnage. Dale has proven 
in the past that he has no reason to 
race for the lead off the start and be 
committed to the carnage. He just 
has to be back there, and he has all the 
odds in his favor. 

I don't believe Freddie's Honda 
will finish. I'm not confident Kenny's 
Yamaha will finish and I'm not confi- 
dent Randy's Suzuki will finish. I 
have more faith in Eddie's Kawasaki 
because of the people who are building 
it, but all the 500s have no 200-mile 
track records. The FWS has never 
been in a race. i 

I see it as Freddie leading initially, 
Kenny and Randy being right there 
with him and Singleton being first at 
the finish. 


The Superbike Race 


The Daytona Superbike race is 
unique because Daytona is the only 
place where anybody has ever gone, 
or been clockedat, 180 mph on a Super- 
bike, and that was one without a fair- 
ing. People should not forget that 
last year at the AMA Pro-Am Freddie 
turned 2:05s on his Superbike. Mind 
you, on a Honda, not a Suzuki with a 
fairing. 

Dale Singleton is yet to do better 





than that. In my years riding the 
Yamaha 750 there, restricted or un- 
restricted, I never went better than 
2:06. Freddie and his Superbike are 
less than three seconds off the lap 
record set by Kenny Roberts. 


Theoretically, Daytona demands 
that a Superbike have horsepower, 
torque, hook-up and aerodynamics. 
This will be the year to know about 
aerodynamics, because the Katana 
Suzuki will be there, and that’s a 
much more aerodynamic motorcycle 
than any of the other Superbikes. 
The Katana is designed to slip through 
the wind and we've seen magazine 
tests where a stock 1000cc Katana was 
faster in top speed than an 1100cc 
Suzuki and an 1100cc Kawasaki. So 
we will see if there's any advantage 
aerodynamics for Superbikes this year. 

The Daytona Superbike race is 100 
miles, and they have to make a pit 
stop which they don't have to make 
in other races. There area lot of chal- 
lenges to it. It's a mini-200, that's 
what it is. And we saw last year that 
Team Honda caught Freddie on fire 
during refueling. A pit stop can be 
very tricky even tor a top-rated team 
like Honda, and a lot of things can 
happen in the pits. 

'The Frances (who own Daytona) 
have really recognized the similarities 
between their NASCAR and Super- 
bike racing and they've raised the 
Superbike purse up in the past three 
year$ and brought the quality of the 
field up financially. 

Once again, we get back to Freddie 
Spencer. He's long overdue. In 1980 
when I ran the team, we built the 
bikes, went to Daytona, he qualified 
on the pole and ended up second with 
Pierce third. The next year he came 
back and was running right there 
with Cooley and Crosby, caught fire 
in the pits, and still finished third. 
He's overdue. Well overdue. So I 
think he's the number one boy on the 
number one bike. And he should be 
the number one at the end of the race. 
Nobody is going to get around Day- 
tona on a Superbike faster than Fred- 
die Spencer. A 2:05! It's unbelievable. 

Ithink Eddie Lawson and his Kawa- 
saki will actually have a horsepower 
superiority over Freddie, which might 
make a close contest. I think he's the 
only one who can stay with Fred. I 
think he's developed the confidence, 
the self-assurance to do that. Given 
that the motorcycle will run the dura- 
tion of the race and perform, he's the 
only one who can threaten Fred. I 
don't think anybody can beat Fred, 
but if anybody can, it's Lawson. 

I think Steve Wise is going to 
totally freak out everybody in Super- 
bike just as he did at the Astrodome 
with his third in the TT. He'salways 
wanted to be a road racer. He's got the 
stamina of a motocrosser, and most 
road racers are not physically trained 
well enough, and Wise will actually 
be overtrained to do this. He turned 
2:1 1s in his first practice with Honda 
at Daytona, which is respectable. I 
think he'll be there, but he's not going 
to be in the top five unless we seea lot 
of attrition. 

Rainey on Kawasaki, I think will 
run about the same speeds as Wise, 
but I think Wise will beat him head-to- 


head. 

I think Roberto and Baldwin will 
be close to turning the kind of times 
Fred and Eddie will tunr, but I don’t 
see them being in the same race. 
"They'll be back racing for third. 

Wes Cooley and the Yoshimura 
Katana are hard to predict, because 
we can't exclude the fact that he suf- 
fered a major injury and was in a 
plaster cast for some time and he's 
just recovering now. Not only does 
he have to fight the physical thing, 
there's the mental thing. No matter 
who youare. The first lap he takes in 





practice he'll come up to that chicane 
where he had his hip ripped out on a 
haybale, and he's going to think 
about it once or twice. So I feel that if 
Wester is able to come out and race 
with Baldwin and Roberto, then he's 
made a miraculous recovery. 
Although we have an exciting race 
lined up, I think it's a tragedy that 
we don't get to see Crosby, a former 
winner,come back;or David Aldana, 
a former winner, come back; or Ron 
Pierce, a former winner, come back. 
It's unfortunate that the factory teams 
just aren't big enough to sponsor 
these guys, because they're all really 
talented. David's one of the best guys 
anywhere in the world right now. 
So far we've talked about the fac- 
tory race. Now let's talk about the 
privateer race. Who's going to be 
really strong there? I think Dan Chiv- 
ington on a Honda. Harry Klinzmann 
on the Racecrafters Kawasaki, one of 
the new Lawson replicas. Klinzmann 
will beracing with Rainey and Wise, 
I'm sure. Jimmy Adamo and his 
Ducati will be nipping at their heels. 
Mike Spencer is a top choice for 
first privateer if he gets a ride. He may 
enter on a Kawasaki prepared by Cham- 
pion Moriwaki with an engine sent 
from Japan by Mamoru Moriwaki. 
Spencer is definitely on the level of 
Roberto Pietri. Moriwaki has always 
built machines that are reliable, will 
go the distance and handle well, but 
they're always 10 or 15 horsepower 
down on the top dog machines. If 
anybody can ride the wheels off it and 
do well, it's Mike Spencer. 
The Prediction 
Barring any mechanical problems, 
I think Freddie Spencer will run 


away with it. Eddie Lawson will get 
second, a very frustrated second. 


Roberto Pietri will be third. 


The 250 Race 

The 250 race will be won by Jimmy 
Filice and his Yamaha, followed by 
the Kawasakis of Eddie Lawson and 
World Champion Anton Mang. The 
privateer guys will be led by Gary 
"Sam" McDonald because of his light 
weight, then another European and 
then David Emde, fifth because of his 
weight 

Since I just made the prediction 
we'll skip the details. 

And when the racing's over we'll 
know how accurate these predictions 
are. There's nothing like sticking 
your neck out...and coming close to 
being right. 

The Tire War 

Not many people are aware that 
this is the first time since 1974 that all 
three big tire companies are going 
head-to-head at Daytona. Michelin 
vs. Dunlop vs. Goodyear. And for the 
first time Kenny Roberts won't be on 
Goodyear tires. He'll be on Dunlops. 
It's going add to an already interest- 
ing race. 

We're seeing a rebirth of Daytona, 
with all the motorcycle factories and 
all the tire manufacturers battling it 
out, 

On Dunlops it’s supposed to be 
Roberts and Mamola. The Hondas 
are signed to be on Michelins. Butno 
matter what is said and done up to 
this point, until the actual Speed 
Week, no one will know for sure. 
Because Dunlop and Michelin pulled 
out of Daytona when they had those 
incredible crashes that took out Sheene 
and another guy. Both of them got 
off, the one wasn't hurt but Sheene 
was hurt really badly, because their 
tires blew up on the front straight- 
away. So no one knows for sure until 
Speed Week, and a lot depends upon 
track temperatures. 

I think Goodyear is going to be the 
fall-back tire for everybody. Don't be 
surprised if everybody ends up on the 
good old standby for the 200-miler... 
Goodyear. e 
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Your So. Cal. Dirt Bike “Center”

the Golden State Series. And Simpson 
Helmet riders Bruce Bunch & Rick 
Hemme got in plenty of hot licks on the 
rest of the 80cc expert class.

Pismo Beach 
saved to ORV use 
— for now

SANTA BARBARA, CA, FEB. 18 


The State Coastal Commission 
has declined — at least for now 
— to impose a moratorium on 
the use of off-road vehicles at 
Pismo State Beach. That's the good 
news; the bad news is that after hear- 
ing from the public, proand con, and 
having a guided tour of the dunes, 
every Commissioner wanted to close 
the dunes permanently. 

Luckily for dune users, it is illegal 
for the Coastal Commission to close 
any property; it's not allowed under 
the Coastal Act. The Commission 
called for fast action on a plan to 
control what was described as ''auto- 
motive choas” in the dune and beach 
areas of San Luis Obispo County. 
The proposed moratorium was heat- 
edly debated on Thursday, Feb. 18, at 
the county administration building 
in Santa Barbara. 

The hearing was on the San Luis 
Obispo County coastal land use plan. 
The Commission sent back to the 
county the full plan and called for a 
modified plan to impose severe res- 
trictions on dune users. All Commis- 
sioners indicated they wanted a 
moratorium, until a management 
plan could be put into effect. 


Ray Gorman, legal adviser for the 
commission, said S.L.O. County 
could impose a closure under its 
General Police Powers; however, they 
cannot exercise this authority on state 
property. It was quite a battle of tes- 
timony before the decision. 

Dune users were represented by 
Bob Barnes and Terry Hinkle of Fun 
Rentals in Oceano; Emil, Dave and 
Dana Minicucci of Sand Center; 
Dennis Addy, Oceano Rentals; Mike 
Bishop of Santa Barbara ATC club; 
Rance Lewis and Roy Sphuler of the 
California Association of 4-WD; Bill 
Salmon of CORVA; and Perry Kline 
of Flow It was quite evident that the 
motorcycle factories know how 
important keeping Pismo open is to 
them, with 70% of off-road sales being 
Dynamics. three-wheelers. Michael 
Kersey of Yamaha, Jeffery Shetler of 
Kawasaki and Paul Golde of the 
Motorcyle Industry Council repres- 
ented the manufacturers. 


Speakers were told weeks before 
that their speeches had to be limited 
to 15 minutes. All the off-roaders had 
speeches prepared at the 15-minute 
length; however, when it came time 
to deliver them, the rule changed to 
allow only 3 minute speeches! All the 
off-roaders had to cut their time by a 
fifth and much information was not 
given. Curiously, all the environ- 
mental groups had beautiful, infor- 
mative propaganda complete with 
slide shows, and they were, (yep, you 
guessed it) three minutes long. Sounds 
like a railroad job! 


First speaker for off-roaders was 
Rance Lewis, head of the local Cali- 
fornia Association of 4- wheel Drives. 
He gave as good a presentation as 
could be given in the limited time, 
using slides and overhead projectors 
to address a plan to control dune 
access. Bob Barnes gave a fiery speech 
on a new staging area, close to town 
instead of Oso Flaco as the county 
prefers. Bob also presented several 
thousand signed letters from соп- 
cerned off-roaders all over the state. 
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The State. Parks and Recreation 
Department, which owns the beach 
front park, opposes a moratorium, 
according to Ross Henry from the 
State. Don Shultz, of the Department 
of Fish and Game, complained that 
the county's proposed staging area at 
Oso Flaco Lake was a poor one 
because of the extremely sensitive 
wetland area. He called for closure of 
all vegetated areas around the dunes. 


There was a lot of testimony des- 
cribing destruction of the dunes 
caused by 4- WD.s, dune buggies and 
especially 3-wheelers. The Fish and 
Game Department warned that Pismo 
Dunes is one of the five State areas in 
greatest need of protection. 

James Ryerson, of the Coastal 
Commission Staff, stated that the 
situation is currently out of control. 
Steven La Marine gave a well pre- 
pared slide show, picturing three- 
wheelers littering, tearing down fen- 
ces, racing up streets in town and 
making trails in the green areas. If he 
made one of you bozos a movie star, 
thanks a lot! Your pin-headed activi- 
ties may have persuaded the Com- 
mission to close the dunes! 

Local interests were divided. The 
Chamber of Commerce wants to have 
no restrictions of off-road vehicles, 
citing loses of millions to local busi- 
nessmen. The Oceano Improvement 
Association however, wants to close 
the major vehicle access, at Oceano 
ramp. Patricia Beck of the County 
Planners Department said that on a 
holiday weekend 20,000 to 50,000 
people camp on the beach. She stated 
the county doesn't want to ban off- 
road vehicles, just limit them to the 
carrying capacity of the area. James 
Ryerson also went on to say that the 
Coastal Commission agreed with the 
county on all but three areas: 1. the 
Commission does not have the 
authority to impose a moratorium 
like the county proposes; 2. closing 
down coastal access to one kind of 
recreation conflicts with the Coastal 
Plan; 3. the Commision staff opposes 
off-road vehicle access at Oso Flaco 
Lake, as proposed by the county. 


Groups like Dune Awareness and 
Santa Barbara ATC Club are coop- 
erating with Parks and Recreation to 
set upan interim patrol of the dunes. 
Anyone caught making new trails in 
the green areas would be fined $500 
with a possible six months jail sent- 
ence for distroying public property. 

The dune partol will be experienced 
riders on 250Rs. Littering laws will 
be strictly enforced. If you are caught 
littering, you will be subject to the 
same misdemeanor charges as des- 
truction of public property. Park rangers 
are already writing citations for any 
modified exhaust and no flags in the 
dunes. 

‘These added enforcement rules are 
to keep the dunes open. We must 
abide by them if we don’t want com- 
plete dune closure. The entire plan, 
including the dune closing, will be 
back before the Commission members 
in two or three months for what 
Commission members said they hoped 
would be final action. 

Tips for dune users: 1. leave your 
exhaust stock — the rangers are writ- 
ing $40 tickets all day long; 2. keepa 
10-foot flag, orange of red, on each 
unit; 3. no littering — if you haul it 
in, haul it out; 4. wear helmets — the 
sand is soft, but if your bike lands on 
your head, you’re not likely to walk 
away (sure you look cool ina baseball 
cap, but you'll be cool in the ground; 
5. speed limit is 15 mph on the beach 
and within 50 feet of camp sites; 6. 
remember — enjoy, don't destroy! e

Lawson loses 
locals at AFM 
Riverside RR

RIVERSIDE, CA, FEB. 21 

1981 AMA Superbike Cham- 
pion Eddie Lawson took one 
of a pair of KR500 GP bikes, 
brought to the track by Kawa- 
saki to the Formula One victory at 
the American Federation of Motor- 
cyclists’ race at Riverside Inter- 
national Raceway.

Both men were riding Suzukis and 
rode a good hard race, with Statum 
grabbing the lead for good on lap 
seven of the eight lap race. 

Champion Motorcycles' Lee Flem- 
ing, back ona big bike again, captured 
the number three spot. 

In the 450cc Modified Production 
money race, Ron Hlavka took the 
holeshot and held on to take the 
trophy and the cash. Dale Alexander 
and Clinton Whitehouse had quite a 
battle for second, with Alexander the 
winner. 

All of the GP races hadan interest- 
ing change this time — a European 
bump start — and the 250cc GP was 
one that had everyone practicing in 
the pits for the start.

Fourth 
went to Rhys Howard, and there was 
a great duel for fifth between Christine 
Baur and Chris Steward, both on new 
J model TZs, with Steward coming 
out ahead. 
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AFM number two Louis Vallerga 
and Champion's Whitney Blakeslee 
on his MoriwakiGPz, fought over the 
number one trophy in the 600cc Super 
Street, with Vallerga taking it. Kenny 
Stack and Jay Tanner put on a good 
show as they both tried for the third 
place prize. Stack ended up ahead. 

In the 750cc and Open Super Street, 
first time AFM racer Bill Maddocks, 
sponsored by Cycle Tune, was in the 
front running and going at it with 
Katana mounted Dennis Logreco. As 
they diced, Eddie Lawson decided to 
come out for some more practice and 
turned 130.7 lap times on his super- 
bike. Logreco and Maddocks were 
still fighting it out, and Logreco was 
the winner.

14 at Riverside.

Red bikes rule at 
CRC Diamond 
Head GP

ORANGE, CA, FEB. 14 

The California Racing Club 
came up with a “sweetheart” 
of a deal for today's Diamond 
Head Gran Prix, but I' m not 


sure thatall thesweethearts who were 
brought along on Valengne's Day to 
a race rather than something more 
traditionally romantic were all that 
enthusiastic. The riders took “heart” 
in the excellent racing conditions 
and short (by GP standards) but var- 
ied and tough Saddleback track. 
Traction was perfect on the dirt por- 
tions of the course, the day was over- 
cast but not cold and the ground 
damp enough that there was no dust 
problem at all. 

The starts were out-and-out drag 
races up 300 yards of road to a small 
uphill. Top end here was the key to 
the lead position on the first lap and 
probably the race. The super-tuned 
DG Kawasakis of Paul Denis and 
Todd Campbell put green and white 
out in front for this Valentine’s Day 
and proceeded to massacre the rest of 
the Minis. They quickly put them- 
selves out of reach of everyone else 
and created their own race with Denis 
the constant leader and winner. 

The Pro races are always exciting 
no matter how many you've seen, and 
today’s was no exception. All of the 
other races today started by class, i.e., 
Intermediates first followed by the 
Novices and then the Beginners. The 
Pros started by size: Open first, 250s 
nextand the 125s last. This makes for 
what can be described as a “‘thunder- 
ous” start, and Matt Tedder and 
Craig Adams blasted their big Hon- 
das heart to heart right off the start. 
Juan “Burrito” Benavidez had his 
Yamaha yards ahead of the other 2505 





at the hill, and Ted Brady had his 125 
Honda just inches ahead of Craig 
Dale’s Suzuki at the same spot. 

Adamsand Tedder were apparently 
riding just a little too closely. By the 
end of the first lap, Adams had 
dropped back to about eighth, and 
Micky Dymond had pushed his 
“Valentine Special” red Wheelsmith 
Maico past Tedder to move into first. 
Steve Banning got his Honda up to 
third to make the top three all red. 

Dymond, in the rough, is super 
smooth and proceeded to shine all 
the way to the overall win and first 
Open. Tedder got by Banning by 
mid-race and went on in for second. 
Bernie McDougal had moved up to 
challenge for third and just before the 
end of the race, Banning DNF, leav- 
ing third to McDougal. 

Things were getting hot and heavy 
at this point, and I was convinced 
that first lap leader Benavidez was far 
in the lead of the 250s. The scorers tell 
me to quit smoking castor beans and 
that the leader and eventual winner 
was Jim Tarantino. My apologies to 
Jim; you must have been so far ahead 
that I thought you were lapped. I 
must confess that the show that 
Benavidez was putting on had me 
dazzled. 

One thing I was sure of, though, 
and that was that Tim Brady and his 
Honda was the lap-one-to-the-finish 
leader of the 125s. Early challenger 
Craig Dale DNF, and second place 
went to Mark Denning on a Moto- 
cross Action Yamaha.

Eddie Lawson came to Corona 
Raceway to do some serious flat 
track practicing and brought 
two awesome Kawasakis with 
him. Lawson set the track record on 
the half mile in 1978 with a 22.17, and 
the record still stands. Tonight he rode 
three money classes and won all three 
with style. 

In the Open Money TT, Lawson 
broke on top with Chris Cannon 
second and Pete Hames third. Hames 
chased Cannon for two laps before he 
was able to put Cannon to second. He 
dogged Lawson for the remaining eight 
laps but never found a hole in the 
Superbiker's armor. Hames settled for 
second, and Jeff Johnson slipped by 
Cannon at the last moment to collect 
third. 

The 250cc Money half mile wasn't 
so easy for Lawson as he had to deal 
with Jeff Springman. Springman got 
an excellent start that put him in the 
lead with Lawson in hot pursuit and 
Roger Thompson in third. 

Lawson rode double with 
Springman for five laps before he put 
a dramatic move on Springman on the 
front straight and sqeaked by to take 
over the lead. 

Now it was Springman's turn to 
chase, and he gave it a heck of a try 
but could do no better than second. 
Little Roger Thompson held off five 
other riders for third. 

Lawson was riding a win streak and 
wasn't about to slack off with the Open 
Money half mile. When the flag fell 
Lawson was right where he wanted to 
be — out in front. Jeff Johnson and 
Pete Hames were in the two - three 
spots with Chris Cannon and Danny 
Perkins rounding out the top five. 

Perkins had run away with the heat 
race so everyone was waiting to see 
what he would do in the main. He had 
moved by ote by the third lap and 
by the fifth had disposed of Hames. 

Johnson didn’t prove to be so easy, 
but on the eighth lap Perkins had put 
his big Harley into second and had two 
laps to catch Lawson. 





Lawson's 500cc Kawasaki was 
awesome and seemed to take to the 
Corona surface better than anything 
else out there so Perkins could do no 
better than follow him home. 


The 250cc Money TT was a battle 
between three riders who have grown 
up and come through the ranks 
together. When they get together the 
sparks fly, and tonight was по 
exception. 

Randy Bird took the lead at the 
start with Mike Kirby, fresh from his 
win at Houston, in second and Roger 
Thompson in third with Curtis 
Cannon locking up fourth. Thompson 
made the first move getting by Kirby 
on the second lap. One lap later 
Cannon followed suit. On the fifth lap 
Thompson banzaied by Bird to take 
over the lead, and that was all she 
wrote. 

At the finish it was Thompson, 
Cannon and Bird. 

There were quite a few double 
winners. Rex Wessels dominated the 
125cc Novice classes while Jim 
Chapman claimed the wins in the Not 
So Over The Hill Gang, and Don 
Meiner was top dog in Open Amateur.

Next race was the Combined Pros 
race, also running were the 125 and 
250cc Intermediates and all the Open 
bikes to save time and not run out of 
daylight. Williams put his 250 out 
front of 125cc riders Terry Baker 
(DG/Eugene Suz) and Earle. Earle 
got by Baker, but it wouldn't be the 
only time that they would exchange 
spots. 

Rick Gunderson (Eugene Yam), 
Dwayne Taylor (Hon of Eugene) and 
Jeff Toedtemier (Suz) led the 125cc 
Intermediate pack. Gunderson had a 
good thing going but found condi- 
tions greasy and lost it to the mud 
magnets. Toedtmeir and Taylor 
moved by and moved up to challenge 
the Pros. Williams was having a field 
day up front as Earle and Baker were 
going at it until Baker slid out, 





allowing Earle to back off and ride 
cautiously, although he let Toedte- 
mier and Taylor by in the process. 
Williams took the checkered flag for 
first ahead of Toedtemier, Taylor, 
Earle, Sayles and Baker.

He waited for the Honda pilot 
to make a mistake, which took three 
more laps then Sayles made his shot 
at taking the lead. The two had it out 
for another lap when Toedtemier 
also got by Earle. 

Earle was now left with Taylor, 
and the Honda riders put on a show 
for the crowd. It was billedas the Pro 
versus the should-be-Pro race, and 
when they came through the woods, 
Earle was all alone. Taylor bit it big 
time and said hello to one of the giant 
oak trees, though not hurt seriously. 

Sayles sailed away for the checkered 
flag ahead of the Pros and the 250/ 
Open Intermediates that I failed to 
tell you about. Dave Beck took 
command of the Open class both 
motos but was a long way back from 
the Pros and 125cc Intermediates. 

The Pros didn't fare too well this 
time and more or less took a lickin' 
from the Intermediates. The Pros did 
give it their best shot, but due to the 
messy conditions, no one has an 
advantage in this stuff. Next time 
bring your tire chains, tractor tires or 
any other reasonable traction devices!

Demaris destroys

At 10 a.m. 91 hardy souls lined 
up for 100 miles of central 
Oregon desert racing. The 
ground was frozen solid and 
got about a half inch dusting of snow 
Saturday night.

He 
ended up a respectable 35th overall 
and eighth 250cc Expert for some 
OMRA points, though.

February 6 and 7 marked the 
first points race of the 1982 sea- 
son for Oregon cross-country 
racers. I say cross-country 
instead of desert, because this year's 
events will be all over Oregon. Fight 
events will be desert and three will be 
west of the Cascades in the woods. 

These two events were sanctioned 
by the Oregon Motorcycle Riders 
Association and sponsored by the 
Cascade M.C. of Bend.

Off to Europe on a 


Wasp 


By Dale Brown 


Sidecar motocross is a spectacular show. 
Just about everyone who has seen it would 
agree with that statement. Big 750-1000cc 
motors power the hefty rigs around the 


course while driver and pas- 
senger perform a hammering 
ballet to keep the machine both 
on the ground and pointed in 
the right direction. 


Still, the sport has never really 
caught on in America. There are a 
relative handful of sidecar devotees 
and competitors in the country, but 
seeing more than two dozen hacks at 
one event would be a rare occurence. 


In 1974 the top European sidehack 
teams were brought over for a series 
of races —which they totally domi- 
nated — but the events did not prove 
to be a popular spectator draw, and 
no such series of races has ever again 
been attempted. 

Conversely, sidecar motocross is a 
booming sport in Europe. A 10-race 
World Championship begins Apr. 4 
in Italy, and there are enough FIM- 
sanctioned international events in 
between world rounds so that a team 
can race every weekend through into 
the fall. And, they can earn a living 
doing it. 

That's where John Palfreyman, Jr. 
and Thom Lund enter the story. Cur- 
rently the top-rated American driver/- 
passenger combination, Palfreyman 
and Lund went to Europe in 1980 
where they raced several international 
events and three GPs. Their highest 
international placing was a sixth, 
and they wound up 11th in one of the 
GPs. 





»*° This year they are committed to a 
full-on European assult, contesting 
all the GPs and 19 international 
dates. “We came back after racing in 
Europe in 1980," says Palfreyman, 
“and the competition wasn't too good. 
We can't get any better unless we're 
racing against the fastest teams, and 
the fastest teams are over there.” 

Asked if their chances of doing 
well had improved over 1980, Pal- 
freyman replied, “Last time we had 
mostly mechanical problems. Our 
riding ability was there, but we still 
need to ride more. This year we've got 
a new bike, a more powerful motor 
and new sponsors. I think we can do 
pretty well this year.” 

Palfreyman and Lund have a Wasp 
factory ride lined up through the U.S 
Wasp importer, Trevor Harris. The 
powerplant will be a Norton twin 
enlarged to between 930 and 950cc, 
whilemost of the European competition 
employs Yamaha vertical twins bored 
an stroked to 998cc. With weights in 
the 430-450-pound range without the 
piloting team, added to the power 
involved, rear knobbies do not last 
long. 

Palfreyman and Lund, who started 
their career together as both solo and 
sidecar BMX racers, will base their 
effort in England and Amsterdam 
simultaneously. They have purchased 
a Mercedes transport for their 
machinery and Lund will stay in 
Holland with the transporter between 
races while Palfreyman stays in Eng- 
land. They will do their own 
mechanical work. Wasp will assist in 
their efforts, and they've lined up 
help from Englishman Terry Good, 
one of the top sidecar drivers in the 
world championships. In fact before 
the American duo was to leave for 
Europe, Good was busy arranging 
and confirming their starts with 
European promoters. 


One thing that European sidecar 
MX features, according to the pair, is 
a wide group of top contenders. 
“There are 10 teams that can easily 
win the world championship," says 
Palfreyman. “Тот Van Heugten, 
Robert Grogg, Terry Good, Boll- 
halder Brockhusen...There’s a big 
field out there. It's a lot more open 
than the 500s, where it's going to be 
Lackey, Malherbe or Noyce. 


"It's more critical also because you 
have another person on the bike. You 
have a passenger who is just as much 
a driver. Youcan be the fastest driver, 
but if your passenger is hurt, you 
can't be the fastest on the circuit. Itall 
depends on what happens between 
both the people.” 

The pair leaves for Europe at the 
end of February, and their first race 
will be Mar. 28. Besides Wasp, their 
backers include O'Neal, Cycle-Am, 
Bell Helmets, Oakley, Hi-Point, HP 
International, Kiel's Cycle Parts and 
Tsubaki Chain. 

As a final question, we asked Pal- 
freyman where the sport was headed. 
"It's been going up the last year and a 
half. With all the new bikes that are 
coming in, we are hoping that within 
two to three years we'll have a World 
Championship Sidecar event here in 
the U.S., because we're the only 
country that doesn't have a round. 
We have a round for the 500s and one 
for the 250s, and in two or three years 
with the help of the English and 
European drivers that are going to 
come over in two years, we'll have a 
world round here somewhere in 
California. 

“The sport has to go up. Before 
everyone knew the sidecars as a joy- 
ride type of activity. Now the bikes 
cost anywhere from $5000 to $10,000. 
The machinery is a lot better now 
and it produces better racing. Who is 
the fastest rider, instead of who is . 
going to break first.” е

During the recent Feb. 6-7 Winston 
Pro Series events held in Houston, 
TX, I, along with many other riders, 
was informed that my number plates 
would no longer meet AMA stand- 
ards.

number plates no longer meet re- 
quired standards.

At a press conference introducing their new 125 and 250cc four-stroke 
singles and their 450 two-speed automatic shaft-drive, Suzuki displayed 
this 650 Turbo. Designated the XN85 (the 85 stands for horsepower), 
this particular machine was a European prototype, though it did have a 
U.S.-required 85 mph speedo. The 650E-based engine features electronic 
fuel injection, roller bearings, twin dome combustion chambers, oil 
cooler and a four-into-one pipe. There is also a 5.3-gallon fuel tank. Full 
Floater rear suspension and anti-dive forks with adjustable preload and 
anti-stiction bushings keep the wheels (17 inch rear and 16 inch front) on 
the ground. The chain is fully enclosed, lubed with grease. Release date for 
the U.S. version is expected to be in a couple months.

A second draft plan by the U.S. 
Department of Transportation to 
restructure federal obligations in 
highway safety has “totally ignored” 
input from hundreds of motorcyclists, 
according to the American 
Motorcyclist Association. Spokesman 
at AMA headquarters indicate that 
projects wit the required 
"demonstrated effectiveness” have 
been side-stepped in favor of voluntary 
seat belt programs, a plan with limited 
scientific results in the United States. 
Plans supporting rider licensing and 
education may be in further jeopardy 
for 402 funding if all such programs 
are subject to “evidence of prior 
funding,” a criterion inserted in the 
second notice of Docket 81-12 
rulemaking, marking an ironic twist 
for rider plans which have 
traditionally been vastly underfunded. 
Section 402 funds are federal funds 
returned to states for selected highway 
safety projects. “We don’t think 
Congress meant for DOT to gloss over 
the opinions of citizens preferring 
rider training and licensing, in favor 
of a pet program of questionable 
effectiveness in this country," said 
Legislative Analyst Gary Winn of the 
AMA. "And adding 'prior funding' 
criterion ironically adds insult to 
injury, since states spent only 1.44 
percent of all 402 funds on motorcycle 
projects in 1981. It looks like DOT is 
just going through the motions and 

d no intention of introducing 
novelty, effective or otherwise." AMA 
is urging DOT assert “strong 
leadership and advocacy” of 
motorcycle safety programs to fullfill 
its congressional mandate of cost- 
effective use of 402 dollars. 
"Motorcyclists wishing to help ensure 
Congress receives an accurate picture 
of the public participation process 
should write to Docket 81-12, Notice 
2, and request immediate attention be 
paid to the previous comment record, 
and that DOT acknowledge the 
effectiveness of its own studies on 
licensing and short-term training," 
said Winn. “Апа don't forget to send a 
copy to your Congressman, in case 
DOT forgets to," added Winn.

AMA/ Wrangler? Supercross 
Series: Round four 


Hannah zaps 
Atlanta mudfest

It was Bob Hannah's game all the way when 
the final went off amidst mud and ruts at 


the Miller High Life Superbowl of Moto- 
cross in Atlanta's Fulton County Stadium. 


Team Yamaha's Hannah came 
up with something he hasn't 
seen in a while — a holeshot 
—and from there increased his 
lead over Honda teammates Donnie 
Hansen and Darrell Shultz until the 
checkered flag waved. 

Unseasonably warm southern tem- 
peratures were replaced by a rain and 
sleet storm on Friday, which left the 
floor of the stadium a quagmire as 
race time approached on Saturday. 
Riders were treated to a track lying in 


standing water when practice went 
off, where lines dissolved each lap 
and traction was almost non-existent. 
""There's no way those bikes will go 
the distance," said George Ellis of 
Honda's pro support program. “Look 
at all the water-coolers, they're 
steaming after a few minutes of 
practice.” 

“You can’t really aim for a line,” 
said Hansen after his practice ses- 
sion. “You point your bike and end 
up three lines over!” 


Complaints concerning the track 
were voiced by most riders, and many 
of the top ranked entrants wanted to 
run theevent on a non-points-paying 
basis. “The promoters spend thou- 
sands of dollars preparing the course, 
and then they won’t spend $500 for 
plastic to cover it when it rains,” said 
Glover. “It’s a quagmire out there. 
They've done it before (covered the 
course), and since it stopped raining 
we could have had a nice track. 
There's no reason for this.” 

“We're going to run for points 
tonight," said the AMA's Manager of 
Professional Motocross, Carroll 
Chandler. “Ме are going to cut the 
heats, semis and consolation races to 
six laps each (instead of 10). We're 
going to have to start working with 
the promoters more on these events 
— we owe the crowd a good show.” 

Hansen and Shultz were tied for 
the points lead going into the round, 
and Hansen now holds the lead by a 
scant point over Shultz, 95 to 94. 
Hannah moved into third in the 
standings with 84, displacing Hon- 
da's Johnny O'Mara, who now has 
78. Current Supercross Champ Mark 
Barnett rode the strongest race of the 
evening, from last to fourth and 
retained fifth in standings with 71. 
The top five now leave the pack 
behind in points. The next closest 
rider is Yamaha's Broc Glover with 
49. 

The fastest rider in practice was 
Glover, who turned a one minute, 24 
second lap. Though bottlenecksand 
stalled riders inhibited some of the 
racing, AMA referee David Dye and 
crew did an efficient job of keeping 


the program on schedule. An esti- 
mated 15,000 fans attended the event. 


Preliminaries 

Heat one belonged to Suzuki's 
Barnett from start to finish. He came 
out of the hole in the lead on his 
water-cooled RH works bike and 
smoothed out to hold a 12-second 
edge on Hansenat the finish. Hansen 
held second the entire race, with team- 
mate Chuck Sun pushing hard from 
third. Suzuki's Denny Bentley came 
up into the fourth and final transfer 
slot in the heat and stayed there. 
Kawasaki Team Green's Bily Liles 
gota slow start but carved to fifth. He 
was looking at Bentley's rear fender 
when he tipped over on the Miller 
High Life Mountain, the huge hill 
which was also the finish line in the 
center of the field. 

Husqvarna's Kris Bigelow put his 
bike's tractability to use and landed 
the holeshot in heat two. А number 
of riders were left in a pile-up in turn 
one as Bigelow expanded his lead 
over Kawasaki supported Dan Con- 
way and Shultz. It looked like Bigelow 
was going all the way until he stuck 
his Husky in an engine-deep rut, let- 
ting Shultz squirm into the. lead. 
Honda pro support rider Steve Mar- 
tin moved into third with Kawasaki's 
Tóm Benolkin in town after Bigelow 
bobbled again in the same rutted sec- 
tion. Martin maintained second 
behind Shultz to the flag, despite a 
severly overheated water-cooler which 
was emitting big bursts of steam. 
Benolkin used his air-cooled four- 
speed to hold third, and Bigelow 
went to the final with a fourth, edg-

The bike flying through the air in 
turn one of heat three belonged to 
Suzuki's George Holland, but he 
wasn't on it. Suzuki privateer Dave 
Hollis and Holland hit the turf off 
the start, while Honda's Johnny 
O'Mara began a flawless ride to the 
checkers. Suzuki’s Kent Howerton 
had been sick the week before the 
race, but it didn’t show as he took 
second off the start and stayed there. 
He was challenged by Honda’s David 
Bailey, but Kent held a cushion at the 
finish. Spencer Morrison looked good 
in the mud and took the last transfer, 
but not without a fight with Kawasa- 
ki's Jeff Ward. Ward was crawling on 
Morrison's rear knobby, but then lost 
ground when he chose a wrong line. 
Morrison took his Suzuki to fourth 
with Ward three feet back at the 
checkers. 


Honda pro support rider Kenny 
Keylon had the fastest clutch hand in 
heat four, but his lead was short-lived 
as he went low side in turn one. 
Glover used his air-cooled OW works 
bike to gain a large lead during lap 
one, with Keystone's Tom Carson 
running a swift second on a Maico. 
Kawasaki's Goat Breker put pressure 
on Carson and got by on the Miller 
High Life Mountain, and Yamaha 
ProSupport rider Eric McKenna also 
moved past Carson on the next lap. 

The crowd came to life when Han- 
nah started moving up from sixth. 
When Honda pro support rider Jo Jo 
Keller got sideways, Hannah took 
fifth, and then the “Hurricane” 


clicked bars with Carson, finally 
slipping by. Hannah bested McKenna 
through a rutted turn for third, and 
when McKenna tried to return the 
favor he crashed. Glover won with a 
15-second lead on Breker and had lap 
times into the one minute, 12 second 
range. Breker, Hannah and Carson 
took the other three transfers. 

Conway locked into the first transfer 
of semi one off the line and never 
gave it up. Ellis took second and 
held, but had a bunch of trouble with 
Honda's Jim Gibson, who moved to 
third and then used traffic to hound 
Ellis. Gibson bobbled, then crashed 
on the finish lineon the last lap, with 
Conway and Ellis earning a spot on 
the gate in the final. 

Mark Murphy put a support 
Yamaha into the semi two lead and 
never let off to win. Keller went into 
an early second and stayed there to 
transfer. Suzuki's Warren Reid was 
involved in his second first turn inci- 
dent of the evening and was knocked 
out of contention. Alternate heat 
winner John Savitski and Honda pro 
support rider Danny Chandler were 
literally locked together when 
Chandler's fork leg wedged into 
Savitski's swingarm. It took the pair 
almost the entire race to separate 
their bikes. 


Liles looked like he owned the 
consolation race, which under an 
AMA format change transferred the 
winner to the final. On lap four Liles 
ran off the track and dropped to 
fourth, leaving the battle to Ward 
and McKenna, with Ward coming up 
with the transfer to the 21-rider main 
event. 


Final 

Hannah took the cleanest holeshot 
of the night on his air-cooled OW, 
leading by. 20 feet into turn one. 
Barnett crashed off the line and took 
off last, and Benolkin stalled out in 
turn one. The pack stayed bunched 
through the first five laps, with Han- 
nah pulling an early five-second lead 
on Hansen. Morrison was running a 
competitive third, buta snapped chain 
put him out of it. Howerton, Bentley, 
Glover and Shultz plugged into the 
3-4-5-6 slots. By lap five Barnett had 
worked from 21st to 12th. 

By lap seven Hannah was into 
lapped riders, holding a safe lead 
over Hansen, who also had a cushion 
on Howerton. Shultz and O'Mara 
moved up behind Howerton for fourth 
and fifth, while Barnett kept charg- 
ing, now in seventh. By lap nine 
Hannah had 14 seconds on Hansen, 
and on lap 10 Barnett saw a way to 
fifth. At mid-race, most riders were 
pitching their goggles trying to find 
some vision in the muck. 

Howerton slowed the slightest bit, 
but that was all it took for Shultz and 
Barnett to push into the 3-4 spots. 
Barnett continued his drive but was 
47 seconds back from Hannah. He 
made a few mistakes and slowed dur- 
ing the final laps. Hannah clicked 
his front wheel past the checkered 
flag, sporting a 26-second lead on 
Hansen. Shultz led Barnett across the 
line as Howerton stayed just ahead of 
O’Mara for fifth. Glover, Bentley, 
Ellis and Martin rounded out the top 
10. 

Hannah came to winner's circle 
sipping on a can of Miller High Life 





beer, signing autographs for those 
who could get near enough. “I just 
don’t get starts like that too often,” 
Hannah said. “Опсе I was out front, 
I wasn't going to throw it away. And 
once you're out front, there's nothing 
else to do but pull a big lead!” 

"I'm pretty happy; I wasn't really 
excited about tonight," said Hansen. 
"I'm not used to all this mud and 
ruts. I just got a good start and stayed 
there." 

"Look at this, here's what hap- 
pened,” said Shultz as he showed us 
the arc-shaped groove he dug off the 
line. “I didn't have the bike pointed 
straight off the start. I just get so mad 
when I screw up.” 

“T got taken out off the line," said 
Barnett. "Someone came across from 
the inside and rammed me. At first I 
just layed there and made sure no one 
was going to run over me. I had my 
work cut out for me after that. The 
Daytona Supercross is mine; I'm 
going to win it." .

“It was a very good run consider- 
ing the problems I had," said Cun- 
ningham as he relaxed afterwards. “1 
got out of shape in one spot early in 
the run, and when I looked at my 
clock it wasn't working. I checked my 
back-up watch, and that had quit 
too. I hooked up with another rider 
for one section until I could get 
(Dick) Burleson's watch, although it 
was set for his key time, and I had to 
re-calculate. At the start area gas, I 
got things fixed up, but then I made a 
couple of errors at re-sets which cost 
me a point or two. (Those checks 
were later thrown out.) In addition, I 
went down hard in a sweeper on a 
dirt road and rashed up my left elbow 
pretty good. Other than that, I loved 
the mud.” 

Drew Smith was savoring his second 


battled just over 100 miles of 
mud, a cold, soaking mist and 
some tough trails cut out of the 
north Georgia mountains by 
the sponsoring Gerogia Crackers 
M.C., to finish with 16 points lost. 
Second overall went to Drew Smith,

The over 300 starters got “their 
money's worth," according to almost 
everyone.

The “Downhill,” as it is known t 
the riders, didn't prove to be as speq 
tacular as last year. The mud actuall 
seemed to slow the bikes although а 
steep as the hill is, nothing is real 
slow. 

In all, it was a typical Stone Mou 
tain National. The trails were goq 
and ridable if you rode smart. Вос] 
necks were at a minimum and, 
usual, Mother Nature didn't pli 
favorites with the Georgia Cracker 






AMA National Enduro Series: Round one 





Roeseler wins first 
National in Chaparrals 
Coyote Derby

Once again, the top enduro riders in the 
country headed west to the sunshine, dust, 
and rocks of the California desert, for the 
opening round of the AMA National 


Championship Enduro series. 
Winding through the rocks to 
the top slot, with a score of 
4/58, was one of southern Cali- 
fornia's premier off-road racers, 
Yamaha-sponsored Larry Roeseler. 
This was Larry's first National win, 
and had he not burned check N on 
the third loop, would have completely 
lapped the field. His special test scores 
were a one on the second loop, and a 
one on the third loop. 

Just missing out on the overall 
win, was Dirt Biker/O'Neal/Husky- 
sponsored Tom Webb, with a score of 
4/135. Tom is one of the hottest 
enduro riders in the desert, right 
now, with four overalls out of thelast 
seven district events, and a second 
overall behind Terry Cunningham 
in the Checkpoint's National. His 
special test scores were two on the 
second loop, and a two on the third 
loop. 

Rounding out the top 10 overall, 
but not in order, were Husky- 
sponsored Rick Munyon (6), 
Kawasaki-sponsored Fritz Kadlec (6), 
Cycle Gear/Hi-Point/Nelson Bros. 
Husky-sponsored David Bertram (6), 
Tri-Valley Honda-sponsored George 
Hendrix (6), Kawasaki-sponsored 
Drew Smith (7), Can-Am-sponsored 
John Martin (9), J&K Cycle Inn/Sierra 
Products/Honda-sponsored Jeff Irwin 
(9), and KTM-sponsored Daryl 
Kuenzer (10). 

In the A ranks, northern California 
riders dominated the Open class, with 
Bertram taking the win, followed by 
Hendrix, and Irwin (9). The 250cc 
win went to Simpson/Roost Facto- 
ry/Harry D. Foster Yamaha-spon- 
sored Gordon Smith (13), and Answer 
Products/RJR Maico-sponsored Mark 
Cook (14). Continuing his winning 
ways in the 200cc class was Yamaha- 
mounted Bill Fullmer, Jr. (10), fol- 
lowed by Yamaha-mounted northern 
Calfiornia rider Matt Cullins (11), 
and Kawasaki-mounted Joe Bonnello 
(16). Current number one Senior, 
Yamaha-mounted Ron Fry (23) edged 
out Curt Horst (26) for the win, with 
third going to Honda-mounted Mike 
Sterling (38). 1982 Parker 400 winner, 
Hi-Point/Al Baker-sponsored Bob 
Balentine (11), put in a fine ride con- 
sidering he does not compete in many 
timekeeping events, thumping his 
way to the Four-Stroke win. 

Other enduro riders contesting this 
event, were Suzuki-sponsored Jeff 
Fredette (12) and John Fero (13) 
aboard 175s. Husky's Mike Melton 
(11) and Mark Hyde (15) had fine 
rides going, until about five miles 
from the finish, when they burned 
check 0 by two minutes, Husky's 
Terry Cunningham crashed hard and 
dropped 12 points. D-37 Open champ, 
Grant Palenske (11) had his ride 
ruined when he burned check 0 by 


two minutes, while D-37 number one 
250cc, Garner Palenske, was forced to 
retire, after the second loop, due to 
stomach sickness. 

Many top off-road racers: rode this 
event, including Husky's Brent Wal- 
lingsford and Scot Harden, Yamaha's 
Bruce Ogilvie and Chuck Miller, 
Husky-mounted Morris Norman, and 
Yamaha-mounted Chip Howell. 

In the: B ranks, Rick Daniel kept 
up his winning ways, bagging the 
250cc class, with a score of 12. Also 
carding a 12, was the 200cc class 
winner, Kurt Butler. The Open class 
win went to Ken Ramsey (13), with 
the Senior win going to Ross Termin 
(24). 

The course consisted of three loops, 
with the 44-mile first loop for all rid- 
ers, the 45-mile second loop, and the 
50-mile third loop for AA's, A's, and 
B's only. The first row of riders left 
the start line under clear skies and 
warm temperatures at 8:01 and headed 
north from the pits on a whooped- 
out trail, before picking up a rocky 
uphill and downhill section, a few 
miles out. The course continued down 
a whooped-out sandwash, before 
reaching the rolling hills section 
overlooking Ridgecrest. Leaving the 
Ridgecrest area, the course got a little 
rocky the rest of the way to the finish 
of the loop. The speed averages 
switched back and forth between 24 
and 30 mph every few miles. 

Most AA's, A's, and B's had to hus- 
tle on this loop, but a zero was still 
accomplished by most of the top rid- 
ers. Many C riders thought that the 
loop was a bit too rocky, but they 
should have. expected it, since this 
event was a National. Taking the C 
overall and Four-stroke win, was 
Bernie Echterling, with a score) of 
two. Thane Rivers carded a three, 
giving him the Open win, while Jack 
Simerman (4) took 250cc honors, and 
Tom Wilhelm (4) screamed to the200 
win. The Senior win went to Don 
Nelson (5), with Dana Bell (16) put- 
ting in a fine ride for the Woman B 
win, and Debbie Newland (111) 
thumping her XR200 to the Woman 
C gold. 

After 10 minutes for gas and repairs, 
the riders headed west, up and down 
a series of hills. These emptied into a 
cross country trail that crossed 
Fiddler’s Gulch and Hwy. 395. The 
coures continued, going up the hill 
used for the start of Checkpoint's 
event last year, then picked up the 
fireroad used by CEA, a couple of 
years ago. The speed average was 24 
mph through these sections. 

A few miles later, it was special test 
time. The special test was in the 
Rand Mountains, and consisted of 
tight, twisty sandwashes with rock 
drop-offs. It was four miles long at a 
speed of 30 mph. The best score. by 
anyone was a one, with most riders

carding a two. Aftera special test, the 
course became shale and rolling hills. 
A seven minute reset was located in 
this section. The rolling hills turned 
into a sandwash that led the riders 
out into Fremont Valley. The course 
then crossed Hwy. 395, and was basi- 
cally rock fields, at 30 mph, the rest of 
the way to the loop's finish. 

The riders had to hustle to make 
the finish on time. The best score at 
the end of two loops was a one, with 
two being the average, and many top 
riders down quite a lot more, due to 
burned checks. Timekeeping was 
essential in this event. 


After a 20-minute rest period, the 
riders, once again, headed north in a 
sandwash, before picking up the 
rollers that parallel Trona Rd. This 
section was about eight miles long, at 
a speed of 24 mph. At the end of this 
section, and right on the other side of 
Trona Rd., was a reset. 


It was now time for the special test 
on this loop. The special test was 16 
miles long at a speed of 30 mph., and 
consisted of very tight trail in the 
sand hills, with continous hard left 
and hard right turns. The best score 
in this test was a one, turned in by 
Roeseler. 


After the special test, the riders got 
back on time at a 13-minute reset, 
before continuing on a very tight one 
bike trail, at 15 mph. After the tight 
trail, the course picked up therolling 
hills and ridges at the top of the sand 
hills, at a speed of 24 mph, before 
flying down a very steep and loose 
hill. A few miles down the trail wasa 
six minute reset. Following the reset, 
the riders flew through the rollers at 
the base of the sand hills, at 30 mph, 
then turned left onto a road. Sneaky 
check 0 was located just over a rise on 


the road, and put many riders out of 
the running when they burned it. 
This check was protested by Grant 
Palenske, Mike Melton, and Mark 
Hyde. This forced the club to remea- 
sure section's mileage with the bike 
that set up the loop. The mileage was 
50 feet inside the allowable one-tenth 
of a mile. After this check, was a reset, 
and it was only a half mile from the 
finish. Needless to say, most riders 
were on time to the finish. 

Most of the riders had favorable 
comments on the event. Marking was 
good, mileage was right on, terrain 
was varied, but not that tough, and 
speed averages changed constantly. 
The Chaparrals had a lot of tricky 
checks, that were burned by many tp 
riders.
